iiishmg Vast quantities of electric power," says: this 
Electrical Experimenter, not to 'mention natural gas 
power'plants, wind mptoi-si and a host of other more 
"or less available arid controllable'sources'of natural 
energyj-but who'would'ever-dream of harnessing a 
volcano ,(or rather volcanicheat) :to ah electric gen-; 


crating'plant developing thousands of horsepower? 
Verily, it would seerii like rank folly to seriously con- 
eider .such an undertaking, yet we have ever to face 
the'facts and fact, remember, is often stranger than 
fiction. 


The actual harnessing of an Italian volcano to an 


electric generating.station, of far-reaching useful- 
ness is described by Professor Luiggi in Engineer- 
ing of London. The ever-increasing cost of coal in 
Italy -was one of the principal Incentives that ever 
goaded the brilliant ,and original Prince Ginori-Conti 
on to his goal. As is well known,'in Central Tus- 
cany/ near Volterra, there are nuinerous cracks in 
the ground, from which powerful Jets of verjr hot 
stearn spout high in the air with .great violence and 
constancy, bringing up ."boric acid—-which is very 


•', valuable—and other mineral substances of less im- 


portance. These powerful jets of sup'erheatijd steam 
are called Soflioni—the' blowers—and have been 


1 utilized for many years in the production of boric 
. acid and borax, arid occasionally for warming the 


houses in the nearby village of 'Larderello. 
The 


larger proportion of the steam, however, is lost, hav- 
ing no local application, and with it is lost Its. very 


,: valuable heat. *' 


Prince Ginori-Conti, the-president of the Societa 


accurately demonstrate that each bore can provide 
steam at a .temperature of at least 150 degrees'C., 
and at, the rate of from 15,000 to '25,000 kg. por • 
hour, that' is, practically, from .about 1000 to 2000. 
theoretical horsepower per hour. 
Thus near. Lar- 


derello there is tho possibility of developing- motive 
power up to thousands and thousands of horsepower* 
Encouraged by these results, Prince Ginori-Conti, in 
1906, applied the steam to an ordinary steam engine 
of about 40 horsepower. 


The experience of several years has shown that 


this arrangement works well so far as tho median- • 
seal power of :the steam is concerned, but that the^' 
borax-salts and tho gases mixed with the-.steam— 
especially sulfureted hydrogen and traces,of sulfuric. 
•acid^r-have a corrosive action-on the iron parts.of 
the engine, and'arg the cause oil frequent repairs. 
This difficulty was finally avoided by ^ipplying the 
superheater and afterwards used for driving1 but to 
a boiler; that is, by applying it instead pf fuel to an 
ordinary niultitubular boiler in which steam was 
produced at, a .pressure of .two atmospheres, then--* 
passed through a superheater, and .afterwards, used 
for driving a-300-h'prsepower condensing steam tur- 
bine, directly, connected with a three-phase electric 
generator,- which supplies the works and the village_s 
around Larderello. The . installation, had been at 
work quite successfully for several .months when the 
present European war started. .Then, coal.becoming 
very scarce,'and prices rising up to prohibitive, 
limits, the possibility of using on a large scale this 
natural steam became very important. ' •

out this trial on a large scale, availing himself of his 
long and successful experiments. ' Acting on the 
advice of the Tosl Works of Legnano^specialists in 
steam turbines and alternating current eleptric' gen- 
erators—he ordered three" groups of condensing 
turbo-electric engines, each. ': of > 8000 -Jew. 
(4QOO- 


horsepower), -working- with, .'superheated steam at 


*m 


steam, itjShould be noted, is used instead of com- 
bustible; "it loses part'of its heat in the boiler, re- 
ducing its temperature from ISO degrees C. to about 
120 degrees C., and is then utilized for the borax 
industries. 
. The steam thus generated in the boilers and used 
for /th,e turbines is ordinary -water steam, which,-; on 
its way'to the turb'ine, passes along aluminum pipes 


(heated outside by a,current of superheated natural 


steam at ISO degrees C.-, and thus gets in its turn , 
superheated to about 150 degreea C. 
After passing- 


through .the ^turbine, this steam is discharged.into a

In some sections rice, has been used for the most 


part as a breakfast cereal or as a foundation for 
pancakes, croquettes, or desserts. In regions where 
it Is grown, howove.r. it is used principally as a 
vegetable like potatoes; and In place of dishes like 
macaroni and spaghetti, combined with cheese, and 
similar foods. This, use well may be extended to 
regions where rlco is now used chiefly for making 
puddings and other desserts. ..;<//

When rice is used In quantity In tho diet, par- 


ticularly as a substitute 'for' potatoes, care should 
bo taken to supply fruits and Vpffetal/ies generously 


It may be cooked quickly, without the necessity of 
troublesome preparation, and without waste. Tak- 
ing everything into account, rice well may be given 
a more Important place in tho diet at this time, 
since a greater crop was produced in the "United 
States last season than ever before. Late statistics 
place the ldl6 crop, at 40,702,000 bushels, against 
2S,947,000, bushels In 1015, and 25,205,600 bushels 
for the five-year average 1911 to 1915, Inclusive. 
The world crop of rice also is greater than for many 
years. Rlco ordinarily can be obtained at prices 
which make It, in comparison with other foods, n 
reasonably economical addition to tho diet.

extended distance. 


Two crude-oil engines, besides running- tho sub-

AS A SOIL STIMULATOIl.

Professor F. Kcblo 


recently lecturing betoro the Royal Institution 
of 


Great Britain, stated that-Germany, Italy and Cali- 
fornia were great seed-growing countries, mainly on ' 
account of their high Intensity of sunlight. 


Experiments have, demonstrated that 'tho crop 


yield may bo Increased materially by light from elec- 
tric lamps. A Miss Dudgeon of Dumfries, Scotland, 
reports most.satisfactory crops where the acreage 
was affected by electricity. The potato yield under 
Miss Dudgeon's observation, per acre with elec- 


trlcity in 1912 was 1204 pdunds; in 1913, 1466 
pounds, In 1914,

The Dumfries experiments are said to prove that 


under the Influence of the electric discharge, soil 
Ingredients are more soluble and moro easy of as- 
Blmilation and that formations of sugar and starch

A tremendous demand for timber suitable for 


trench works has brought about an electrical treat- 
ment of timber which chemically changes the wood 
so that It withstands attacks of fungi. 
A current 


Is passed through the freshly cut timber antl after 
a few hours' treatment the wood has tho effect of 
months of ordinary drying in freo air. The moisture 
assists tho flow of current, which amounts to about 
S kw. to 0 kw. per cublo meter. 


PHOGKESS IN GERMANY. 


Germany's progress in applying electricity to the 


exigencies of war has been somewhat curtailed be- 
cause of tho shortage* in-copper, which is essential 
to all electrical work. 
One Is being largely em- 


ployed as a conductor but this metal is far from 
satlsfaotory, one reason being that zinc cables cost 
from 100 per cent to 160 per cent more than cables 
of copper.

The difficulties within Germany, however, have 


not deterred tho inventive Teutons from thoroughly 
utilizing electrical service In their dugouts on the 
western front. Trench works were captured in the 
Somme drive which contain all the modefen euqtp- 
ment of -the up-to-date homo electrical. 
In one 


caso, cooking and Ironing was actually done under- 
ground by electricity. 


Electric lights are strung practically along the 


entire warring front, where searchlights, cannons 
and other weapons of war arc .operated by elec- 
tricity. 
It has happened that, where barbed wire 


works In front of trenches were charged with elec- 
tric current, disastrous results followed attempts 
to cross this electrified area.

An Interesting- subsea magnet Invented by a Jap- 


anese scientist named Nakahara promises to bo in- 
strumental in locating many of the sunken siibmty- 
Ines, warships and transports which have gone down 
in comparatively shallow water. Tests of the mas- 
net over tho Japanese

Good food heedlessly thrown Into garbage palls, 


food allowed to spoil In tho household, food ruined 
by Improper cooking, and food destroyed by rats, 
mice and Insects co7istltute the heavy Iteins In the 
$700,000,000 annual waste of food In homes In this 
country cited recently by tho Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. Seven hundred million dollars Is considered to 
bo a conservative figure. ]n household waste, of 
course, are not included the- vast losses of food al- 
lowed under Improper handling or Inefficient mar- 
keting methods to spoil in transit or in .the hands 
of producers or dealers. 


Much of this J700,000,000 household waste 
of 


food, the dietary specialists of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture declare, Is easily preventable.

preventable waste consists In largo part of tho fol- 
lowing items:

covered in warm kitchen*?. Close observance of the 
doctrine, "Keep perishable food, 
specially milk, < 


cool, clean and covered continuously,'1 may mako a 
striking difference. In the food bills of many families. 


In other cases, one or two vegetables, beets or 


cn.rrots, for Instance, not needed immediately are 
thrown out or allowed to spoil Instead of being used 
In soups or combination dishes. Fruits which could 
bo stowed and kept nre allowed to spoil. Vegetables 
and fruits in quantities often nro stored In hot, damp 
nnd poorly ventilated bln.s and under conditions 
which 
hasten wilting, 
fermentation and 
decay. 


Fruits, surplus bo;ma, tomatoes and other vegetables 
produced In home gardens arc allowed to spoil on 
tho vines or rot on the ground. A morning's work 
would can and preserve such surplusage for use 
when fruits nn<7 vegetables arc scarce and high In 
price. 


Much food Is ruined by being stored where flics 


or other insects or rats and mice can get at it. Much 
ceronl footl Is ruined because It is not protected 
njrnlnst weevils or other Innects.

Many house-wives who1 complain that children 


:incl adults will not eat breakfast coreals full to 
ri-aliste that tho coreals they serve, are undercooked 
or improperly seasoned nnd thus-made unpalatable. 
Most of the cheaper foods require careful seasoning 
and preparation to bo fully appetizing. In many 
h .useholilK. the specialists believe, proper attention 


tr> tnt- cooking of these cheap and desirable foods 
will Increase greatly their consumption and thus re- 
duce considerably tho use of more expensive foods 
eaton Instead of cereals. 


Vegetables properly prepared tempt the appetite. 


Whi'n they are served In soggy form or In watery or 
poorly flavored dishes most of them will bo left on 
the tiible. The- nutritive value and flavor of meat or 
fish can be lessened by overcooking or imroper cook- 
ing. If fats are allowed to burn even a little, they 
develop unpleasant flavors nnd usually cause people 
to refuse gravies, and sauces made with them or 


foods fried in them; "burned meat is also disagree- 
able, as are bruned .vegetables. . 


WASTE IN PREPARATION^ 


4. Much useful food gets Into the garbage pall 


because tho housewife is preparing potatoes or other 
vegetables and fruit, such as apriles, cuts off witn 
the skin a considerable percentage of edible .ma- 
terial. Careless paring of- potatoes may consign as 
much as 20 per cent of- the e.dible portion, Including 
outer layers containing valuable mineral substances, 
to the garbage pall. Many persons are unaware that 
the green and tender tops of many vegetables which 
contain valuable mineral and other food substances 
ore excellent cooked, as greens, or even as additions 
lo salads.

OVER-GENEROUS SERVING OF FOOD. 


5. Many families take pride in serving lavish and 


overbountltul mentis. Such meals lead inevitably to 
waste of food on the table and to overeating, which 
often impears.health and efficiency. The sano stand- 
ard, "Eat enough food and no more," rigidly follow- 
ed, would reduce greatly food bills immany homes, 
and, at tho same time, tend to improve the physical 
condition of all members of tho household.

ADVANCES IN THE UNITED STATES. 


, While tremendous electrical advances have been 
made in Europe, progress in the United'States has 
hardly been less marked. For a decade American 
genius has shown tho electrical way. Tho European 
engineer may have" produced machines, Inspired by 
war, which history will acclaim, yet his Yankee pro- 
totypes are concluding another year of singularly 
successful progress in the electrification of America. 


Briefly, electrical advances in America, which 


may be characterized as'the 191C electrical achieve- 
ments In peace, may be summed up as: 


An increase of 2,001),000 kilowatts 
of turbine 


• rating In the capacities of electric light, heat and 


power plants, indicates an enormous growth in the 
public's use of electric service particularly in moder- 
ate slzejcities.

One 
of-the;ionly two remaining tidewater mills In the 
United'States recently adopted central station serv- 
ice. This wjjs the famous Van Armlngo's mill on 
Long Island Sound, which has existed some 126 
years arid' is one of tho oldest landmarks on the 
sound. 
• 


Near Smlthtown, O., Is an electric shovel which 


bites through thirty feet of. earth -and raises seven 
ordinary two-horse wagonloads of earth sixty-five 
feet in the air. This shovel is used to remove the 
surface spoils covering the coal beds. 
The shovel's 


dipper, with Its metal handle, 'weighs 40,000 pounds 
yet it may be elevated nearly seventy feet and 
clumped In less than twenty seconds. A dozen men 
can..stand within the hollow of the dipper; 
The 


shovel is mounted on rollers running on steel rails 
and weighs 275 tons. 


Electricity as a factor in effectively promoting po-

ICahuka, both: a 
receiving- and sending station, Is the largest-wire- 
less station in the.world. 


The "stand by" 'station at Koko Head, ten miles ' 


from ICahuka, bears the name of-an extinct volcano 
in whose crater the still masts of the station are 
anchored. 
The masts on the two Hawaiian sta- 


tions are the tallest in wireless uso. 


At Kahuka the San Francisco aerial Is supported 


by twelve" masts 325 feet high, while the Japanese 
serials are 475 feet high. 
At Koko Head aerials 


extend from masts 430 feet high to the top of the 
volcano, more than 2000 feet above-the sea. level. 


The American transmitting station Is at Bolinas, ' 


near San Francisco. 
The receiving station is at 


Marshall, twelve miles away. The capacity of each 
of the generators employed in the stations are 300 » 
kilowatts, the generators being driven by 500 horse- 
power motors.

The crisis which has occurred in, Russia-is not 


only the most drastic event of the great war, but is 
undoubtedly one of most far-reaching consequences 
to Russia and to- the future'of th$ continent of 
Europe. Great ns is the significance of this change 
for Russia and her antes, it has, I believe, even 
greater significance for the United States. 
& 
This is not a revolution in the commonly accepted 


meaning of the term, but rather the comparatively 
peaceful suppression of nn 'inefficient form of gov- 
jrr.mcnt by the succession of a highly organized 
and efficient form' of government. We need not 
look, therefore, to any reign of .terrorism and de- 
struction. On the other hand, we may expect a 


" vory rational and much more efficient form of 


goovernment, a government which will prosecute 
the -work more , effectively than ' its predecessors. 
Those of us who are Interested In the trade rela- 
tions between the United States and Jtussia. seo in 
the promised reforms In Russia the clearing away 
of the. one obstacle to the freest and frankest form 
of International relations between the. two coun- 
tries. 


Those of us who are interested in further de- 


veloping'the trade of thn United States with Rus- 
sia, should, also keep clearly la mind, without any 
misconceptions, the part which Germany has played 
lu the development of commercial Russia. 
In 


spite of her unfortunate Influenco on the political 
institutions of Russia, Germany was performing a 
legitimate and economic function. In that country, 
as evidenced by the fact that practically all'the suc- 
cessful undertakings in Russia were prior to tho 
war, under German, control. There is reason to 
believe that Germany may play an. important part 


war because Germany will ba in a position to offer 
a legitimate service to that country. There is .no 
doubt, however, that the Germans had failed, to win 
the sympathy of the Russian people with whom 
they had been trading for many years. 
And 
I 


doubt if, under the circumstances, the 
Germans 


will be able to win that sympathy In any business 
which they may engage with Russia after this war 
is over. The United States should profit by the 
example and failure of Germany. 


The Bucccas of American capital in Russia will 


depend to a large extent on the spirit behind the 
American dollar. 
America? hn» a good deal to 


teach Russia as regards industrial progress. 
Rus- 


sia will probably prove an apt and appreciative 
pupil. With the establishment of a. stable form of 
government and tho resumption of peace thero is 
no reason why young Russians* should not como to 
the United States for their technical education, or 
why American technical men should not go to RUB- 
sla to assist in building up a system of technical , 
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iti'ostTjiractical routcj' for a main highway across the 
mountains.

1MB was when the schools had done a^l they could for a child 


—girl or -boy^-when they had taught reading, writing and 
arithmetic. 
But one day an educator with a revolutionary 


mind demanded to know why children should riot be given 
something besides the three R's which would put them in the 
world's fight for bread and butter. There being no answer (and 


the question remaining, vocations little by little were pushed Into the curricu- 
lum of the high and elementary schools, and other things which had some 
bearing on the future were given place. And then the student, trained as he 
might be, was thrown Into the whirlpool to snatch at whatever position "or Job 
first available where he could fit In with what knowledge he had acquired. 


But where heretofore It was enough that the schools should do the train- 


ing, of mind and hands, necessary and useful, now it Is not altogether too 
much that some sort of provision is made after the classroom Is forbidden 
by the diploma. 
. 


Within a very/few days there is to be an announcement reach the gradu- 


ating classes of the grammar schools bringing good cheer to the girls and 
boys who desire to enter tho high school but whose purses will, not bear 
the strain. A faculty club, a student body, an association of both together, 
what matter so long as tho way is made possible? It is undertaken to find 
work for any student who Is willing to strive physically while growing men- 
tally.

The 
applicants, ranging through the pro- 
fessions down to tho day-worker who 
is willing to dangle out of n tenth- 
story window rub'Mng- plate-glass spot- 
less, form n changing stream aug- 
mented oaoh month by gre.ai.er num- 
bers. As soon as one hundred men are 
provided for, another hundred have 
to be considered. Even in February, 
the poorest month in tho year in this 
business, the State handled here an 
Increase of more, than a hundred. 


The men, who continually over- 


crowd their side of the Bureau, .are 
laboring 
men, truckers, machinists, 


teachers, kitchen helpers. They are 
cabinetmakers and deck hands, mill- 
helpers nnd teamsters, 
cooks, sack- 


sewers, bcdmakers, painters and mat- 
tressmakers, carpenters, tailors, press- 
ers, cooks. If n'klnK wero out of a 
country he might como thoro for a 
place. You would think so If you rend 
the list of orders that camu in on ix 
single sunny morning. 


The. women? Most of them 
Viavo 


the word 'domestic' placed on their 
cards—meaning that they arc apply- 
ing for work in houses. But some of 
them 
are executives. 
Others 
arc 


teachers, stenographers, bookkeepers, 


and Inexpert cooks, children's nurses 
and manicures. There Js no limit to 
the commonplace, and the queer places 
required, but there Is a. very great re- 
sponsibility handicapping the majority 
of the women applicants. 


Most of them have little children 


to support whom they must leave all

long. Many of these working 


mothers are widows or deserted wives, 
upon whom depend the problem of

In the 
case of ope' prominent family asking1 
for a first-class cook, the mistress 
telephoned in that, with-' the excep- 
tion of fancy desserts, she wanted a 
man who was particularly skillful with 
plain dishes, that her cook would have 
to take care of the back part of the 
lower 
floor, launder the. napkins. 


Whether the work Is to be permanent 
or temporary, whether the worker has 
board, lodging or neither, how the re- x 
quest is' sent in—all these circum- 
stances are registered. 


The object of this inquisition that 


the State takes the trouble to insist 
upon Is to save time and trouble both 
for those who seek employment at the 
Bureau and for those,to whom to send, 
the applicants. It is endeavored nover 
to send an individual to a place unless 
It Is certain that he or she will be ac- 
ceptable. Neither is the employer put 
to the trouble of Interviewing a long 
procession of undesirables, nor has the 
work seeker the melancholy, weary 
need to go place after place and to be 
^turned, humiliated, away. At many, of 
the private agencies strings of women 
who would stand no chance of being 
accepted have been sent to a single 
house, and from ea'ch a fee taken.

away with this waste .of time, money 
and emotions, with ,the result that 
from 300 to 400 more a month have

Psychologists Explain Why We Forget 


ET me see, what was that name?" 


Haven't we often heard that phrase, or 


one very like it? 
Doesn't our memory 


' often play us tricks nnd cause us to for- 
get things we fcnow perfectly well—"aa 
well as I know my own name," In fact? 


*bere .Is a reason for this; for nearly every case of 
?wes of memory we can find a cause. This discovery 
has' recently been made and Is one of tho most im- 
portant advances which, psychology has made in tho 
understanding of our mental life. 
. Forgetting, of course, In one sense, is loss of mem- 
ory. How, first of all, do wo remember things? 
• 


It has been assumed by physiologists that every 


event we experience leaves Its trace In the nervous 
Bubstanco of the brain, in much the same way that 
a "trace" Is left upon the phonographic record by 
the scratch of the recording needle; if the impres- 
sion Is "vivid"—that Is, if it leaves a deep impres- 
sion- upon the nervous system—then wo remember 
it; if not, we forget it 
As the brain disintegrates 


with age, the memories become weak. This Is tho 
doctrine usually assumed for the storage of our 
memories. 


But psychologists have lately complained against 


tills materialistic view of the facts. 
Of late years 


Professor Henri Bergson, in particular, has pro- 
t^sted that such an explanation does not explain. 
We believe that memory Is a mental thing, not a 
material one. To be sure, there was always tho 
difficulty, in accounting for memory, that the brain 
cells, which are constantly being replaced, would 
eliminate the contained memories, just as new was 
cylinders would efface the record, but scientific men 
"got round" this by assuming that the new cell as 
It was deposited somehow "inherited" the traces of 
tho previous one and thus retained the memory. 
There was no evidence that it actually did so, but 
it was "assumed" to. Tho strong protest against 
this materialistic view found support in the fact 
that practically none of our memories is ever lost, 
but can all be recovered under suitable conditions 
and by proper means. 
Our memory "is potentially 


almost perfect. 


'We should all strive to Improve tho memory as 


much as possible, for upon it our very personality 
depends. If we bad no memory we could have uo 
fueling of "self"—no fooling that we are the same 
»«lf we were yesterday. 
And if we did not have 


this feeling we should be "lower than the animals." 
|We-may improve the memory by paying strict at- 
tention to what Is being said or done, and by trying 
to associate it with as many other tilings as possible 
which have Interest for us, for It hns been said that 
"association is nine-tenths of memory." 
The more 


vfii forget the more we tend to forget, and the more 
tve train the memory the better it becomes. 
Like 


rill else, it improves with practice and habit. 
"Forgetting is at times very awkward; it leads 


ui> Into all sorts of social Inconveniences. We forget 
.immune, an address, a word, when we wish most to 
remember it. 
These acts of forgetfulness seem at 


rJrst perfectly erratic and spontaneous; the/ seem 
to follow no law nnd be subject to no fixed rnle. 
It Is largely owinjr to (hi1 Ingenious and original 


investigations of Professor Freud, of Vienna, that 
\ve are now enabled to understand, very largely,-tho 
"mechanism of forgetfuluess" and to appreciate the 
causes of these slips and lapses of memory. 
They 


.follow lawful and rational paths—these slips of 
speech—and are not subject vto psychic arbitrariness. 
There are laws of forgetfulness ns there are laws 
of memory. 
What are they? 
If we could under- 


stand them, we have every reason to hope that wo 
could explain very largely our' lapses In this direc- 
tion, and cure them. 
• 
• ' 


If we try to think of a name we find a sort of 


gap—a hole—in memory. 
But, as William James 


has pointed out, it is not a vacuum; into this gap 
all sorts of words, names and Ideas crowd them- 
seives—some of them nearly right, some of them 
far from what we are aiming at 
If it Is a name, 


other namos present themselves to consciousness,' 
nnd we discard them one by one until the right one 
is found, or we give up In despair. 
Even- with 


names wo know very well this sometimes happens, 
and we cannot make oiit how we could forget such 
a well known name. 
There must be a reason for 


Uiis. 
What is It? 
. 


Professor Proud,'In one of his works—"The Psy- 


chopathology of Everyday Life"—gives a. beautiful 
example, with detailed analysis, of tho way in 
which a proper name may be forgotten. 
He was 


travelling by tralu from Ragusa, Dalmatia, to a 
station In Herxcgoviun with a stranger, witb whom 
he fell into conversation. 
The conversation turned 


upon Italy and the art of the country, and Profes- 
sor Freud asked his travelling companion If he 
remembered the famous frescos of the "Last Judg- 
ment" in tho dome of the Orvieto by 


Here he was stuck; he could not think of the name 


of iho artist who had executed them. 
Instead of 


the right names, two others obtruded themselves— 
RotticelH and 
Boltrnffio—both 
of which names 


he knew to be wrong, and at once rejected. 
His 


companion then suggested the right name—Signor- 
elll—and Professor Freud at once recognized this 
as right 


Why had he forgotten it, and why tho two other 


names which thus wrongly presented themselves? 


Now, before we can settle this question and ex- 


plain the actual mechanism Involved, a few words 
are necessary as to the structure of the human mind 
in tho 'light of late researches, and how one part of 
it Influences another part 


Whenever a particularly vivid emotional experi- 


ence takes place it gathers round it other thoughts, 
ideas and associations of tho same general character 
belonging to It and which adhere, as It were, and 
together form what is known as a "complex" in the 
mind- 
These thought complexes may be good or 


bad. All our educational processes are the result of 
these groups of associated memories; but when they 
become morbid and are repressed or pushed down 
by the conscious mind Into tbe subconscious they 
tend to cause trouble, since they tend to press upon 
the mind, ns it were, like a tumor might press upon 
healthy adjacent parts. They are, as It were, men- 
tal tumors. 
They upset the mind and prevent It 


from working properly. These complexes give rise 
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being brought closer to'ground, 
j 


for the sport of It and forget that you are tryfns tt 
play better than you ever did befoife.. 


Avoid such thoughts ns making the imposslbi*. 


You can't drive further to-day than you did yestiur- 
day; you can't make better putts; you can't Imp'rov* 
your whole game merely because you are playing fo* . 
something. Keep this thought as far as possible from 
your mind. Think of nothing but your own self ana 
your own strokes. 


Forget your opponent's play; you can't do two 
• 


things at once. Let him make his good shots; do not 
follow and try to do as well as he does. He may be 
a better player or be may be not as good. It makes 
no difference to you; continue In your own way, keep 
on with your natural style, play your strokes the way 
you have been playing. Do not Imitate; you can't 
do the same as others do. By following this principle 
your game will deyelop Itself and you wfll be sur- 
prised at the Improvement in all your strokes. 


When It comes to the final and a championship Is '• 


at stake we find two players left. 
One or the other 


must fail. Which shall It he? Both are fine golfers. 
Of course, we have our choice. Does the better player 
win? Were we convinced? . Par'.from it 
At this 


point I wish to bring you to the secret of match play. 
I call It a secret, because the player Is doing things 
just now that he is not In the habit of doing, and h» 
does not know or realize .why he is doing them. 
' In referring to the final match I will give to yon 
some facts not realized by many players. I \vill call 
one of those players No. 1. He drives a very long 
ball and he is very good -with his iron strokes, and he 
Is also a good putter. Now we shall take No. 2. He 
does not drive as long a ball as NQ. 1. He Is also 
good on his Iron strokes, but a little -uncertain about 
his putting. * Here is where I shall acquaint you with 
the art of Imitating. This Is the unconscious fault 
of match play. No. 1 starts with a beautiful drive. 
He Is applauded by the gallery. No. 2 takes his po- 
sition on the tee, and while he Is addressing the ball 
he has for the moment forgotten that No. 1 was al- 
ways a longer and better driver than he. 
Those Long Drives. 


This slip oh his part is his undoing. The stroke of 


his opponent, the applause from the people, turn his 
mind In that moment and Instead of driving the way 
he always had been doing he just follows No. 1. The 
/result Is the impossible imitating. ,;,.ow me the 
player who imitates and I will show you a loser. 
This applies to all strokes in match play, on tbe 
tees, through the greens and on the putting1 greens. 
Let your opponent drive three hundred yards If he 
cau. It Is not necessary for you to drive ten yards 
further. 


If he makes a good approach shot, dead to the pin, 


do not try to do better. 
Let him run down his 


twelve and-fifteen feet putts; don't try to do the 
same. Remember he can't always do this, and every 
mistake he makes Is a gain for you. Keep to this 
principle always, for the benefit of your own game. 
No matter what any one does,'don't try to do the 
same. Once you do, you are drawing away from 
your own natural game, and it is not encouraging for 
any one. 
• . 
' 


Continue always with your driving, even if doesn't 


get the distance your friends get. Distance will de- 
velop in Itself without your knowing it or putting any 
more force to the stroke. Play all your strokes as 
well as you can; forget the gallery and your partner's 
play. Always play for two on the putting green; 
try no long putts, but to get as close to the hole iu 
one as you can. Follow this principle and your gamo 
will advance slowly hut surely. Practise with this 
in view and your reward will be confidence and good 
strokes. 
• 
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to hysterical symptoms and other psycho-physical 
disorders, and tiielr removal is'the only rational 
cure. 
Repressed memories and associations, then, 


Influence the workings of the mind and the body, 
and these so-called complexes are the cause, like- 
wise, of many of our losses of memory and of for- 
getting. They Interfere with the memory and pre- 
vent It from working as it should. 


If we return'to our example and analyze it in the 


light of these facts we are In a position to see how 
the proper name was lost and why the two foreign 
] 


names presented themselves Instead. 
f 


To begin with, then, Professor Freud, assuming ' 


that the train of thought just preceding that which 
-, 


they were discussing was the true cause of his forget- ! 
fulness, asked himself the question, "About what 5 
were we just talking?" 
He remembered that the ^ 


subject had been Bosnia, Herzegovina and the " 
Turks living there. 
These Turks, Dr. Preud says, 


show full coii'if-once in their physician, great for- 
titude under pain and a general resignation to fate, 
which Is remarkable. 
When Informed that he can- 


not live a Turk often says:—"Sir (Herr), what can 
I say? 
If \ could bo saved you would save me." 


Herzegovina 
and Herr (sir) are thus linked In 


sound. 
These words had formed part of the for- 


mer conversation. 
These two, and Bosnia, must 


therefore somehow come into the "complex" 'which 
upset his memory. 
How? 


Professor Preud says:—"I assume that the stream 


of thought concerning the customs of the Turks In 
Bosnia, &c., was able to disturb the next thought, 
because I withdrew my attention from it before it 
camo to the end. Por I -recollected that I wished 
to relate a second anecdote which was next to the 
first in my memory. 
These Turks value the sen- 


sual pleasure above all else; and when deprived of 
that, they have no further desire to live. 
'Death 


and sex" were thus Infused into the unconscious 
train of thought 
In addition to this I had re- 


ceived a few weeks before a message from a pa- 
tient afflicted in this manner, while staying at 
Trafoi. 
The phonetic resemblance between Tra- 


fot and Boltraffio will be noted." 


The chain of unconscious association is now clear. 


The name Signorelll may be divided Into two parts. 
The last syllable, elll, is unchanged In one of the 
substitute names—Botticelli. 
On the other hand, 


slgnor is the substitute for Herr (sir) and her forms 
the first syllable of the name Herzegovina, which 
they had just discussed. The first syllable, Bo, Is 
also common to Bosnia, Botticelli and Boltraffio; 
while the latter Is similar in sound to Trafoi. ' But 
some of these words had been the subject of the 
previous conversation, and there were reasons for 
the unconscious mind to repress some of them and 
their associations. 
They formed a."complex," that 


Is, which interfered with the act of recalling the 
right name. 
' 


We are now In a position to understand what ac- 


tually took place on this occasion. The forgetting of 
this name was not due to chance, but to definite law. 
There was a motive (unconscious) for the repres- 
sion. This motive caused Professor Preud to exclude 
from consciousness the thoughts connected or associ- 
ated with them—that is, he wanted to'forget some- 
thing, he repressed something. 


To be sure, he did not want to forget what he really 


forgot 
He forgot one, name against his wlllt the 


other intentionally. But the repressed thought pre- 
vented the other thought with which It was associ- 
ated 
from manifesting itself. 
In other words, It 


could not be recollected. It was forgotten! 


All this may seem highly complex and a rather 


forced explanation when first read. Nevertheless, UC 
a number of cases of forgetfulness are carefully* 
analyzed and one determines to understand the actual 


mechanism'of the forgetfulness, one can almost in- 
variably find the same process at work—"repres- 
sion." Let us take another example by way of Illus- 
tration from Professor Preud: 


"In discussing her intentions for the summer a 


patient said, ;i shall remain most of the summer' in 
Elberlon.' She noted her mistake and asked me to 
analyze It 
The associations to Elberlon ellcted-— 


Seashore on the Jersey coast—summer resort—vaca 
ttan travelling. This recalled travelling In Europe 
with her cousin, a topic which she had discussed the 
day bofore during the analysis of a dream 
The 


dream dealt with her dislike for this cousin, and she 
admitted that It was mainly due to the fact that tb« 
latter was the favorite of the man whom they met 
together while travelling abroad. During the dream 
analysis she could not recall the name of the city in 
which they met this man, and I did not make any 
effort at the time to "bring it to her consciousness as 
we were engrossed in a totally different problem 
When asked to.focus her attention again upon m 
S™ ?l"r±?!,^er *f ^tions, she said, -It 
Elberfeld was the ^^^1?— 
Here the mistake served to bring to consciousness In 
a concealed manner a memory which was connected 
with a painful feeling."

These free associations, by which it is p0sslWc to 


recall or bring up memories-lost In this manner nro 
effected as follows:-The patient is p]aced In ai 
chair, usually In a slightly darkened room and 
to tell quite fully and frankly all the words it 
scenes, &c., that come into his mind, no matter 
disjointed or absurd they may appear. In ^,s wnv 
the "links" are forged and the memories are brought 
to light, and It can be seen how the unconscS 
mind associates thoughts and, by repression pre 
vents tbe-,emergence of certain memories which 
Uare a connection with some unpleasant 
which the mind wishes to repress. This is 
cause of these forgotten memories, of this 


So, then, .when we forget a name or tnrng-<,r t>» 


some error of speech or writing g,re another worJ 
for the right one-we can nearly always find out 
why this should be so and uncover the actual process 
Involved by a careful analysis of the previous trains 
of thought and action. We forget because we wlsft 
to forget It is a well known fact that we tend to 
forget unpleasant events more readily than we <to 
pleasant ones. That Is because of this fact—because, 
in one case, the memory Is repressed, and In the other 
It is not

The keystone of a. motion picture studio 


Is its laboratory. That is where the final 
results come .from; "for, after the story 
has been 
-written,'•''iacted and photo- 


graphed, the celluloid record of it-must go 
through the darkroom before the pro- 
ducer knows what he has obtained for his 
efforts and expenditures. The camera 
man 
delivers 
his 
exposed 
negative 


film to the laboratory in 'tin cans. In 
the darkroom It la transferred to wooden 
racks, being wound around -the'nf. By. a. 
system of holes^p'unched Sri- the '•.celluloid, 
ribbon, 
some .'of the .conditions under 


which..' it 'was exposed- are indicated, - so 
that Interiors and .exteriors can be segre- 
gated for .purposes of, developing. 


Each rack holds 200 Veet of film: 
In 


this way, It. Is put through the various 
chemical .solutions which are contained In 
large tanks. 
When developed, the film 


Is transferred to circular drums In th« 
drying- room. 
After being wiped with a 


chamois, It.ls whirled around, in an even 
temperature, until dry. 


Then ~H goes to the assembly room for 


examination. 
All negative of 'the same 


density Is put together and sent to tho 
printing*, department. That is where the 
positive, which you see projected In your 
theater, is made. 
The process la very 


much like printing- an ordinary photo- 
graph. Only in this case, another ribbon 
of celluloid Is used. An unexposcd posi- 
tive film is placed against the developed 
negative and the two together are run 
through a printing machine. . The work 
is done with the aid of a high-power, 
electric light. 
- 


In a general way, the positive Is de- 


veloped in the darkroom like 'the nega- 
tive, save that the solutions used are 
slightly'dlffereht to glvo a more trans- 
parent finish. It is dried on the rack on 
which it e°es through the developer and 
then sent to the assembly room to be put 
In shape for projection, as will be ex- 
plained in the next Installment of this 
series. 


Negative Is the most valuable product 


of the studio, for on1 its quality depends 
the value of the positive. Once you havo 
a satisfactory negative record, there Is 
practically no limit to tho number of

regulating provisions thai do not at present prevail. 
The San Francisco delegation was not in favor of it 
at firsl, being against any'measure that further re- 
stricted lite traffic; but it would seem that when they 
saw the threatened success of the Koiniiiger bill they 
swung nround, and from that time Ihe chances of the 
Ashley bill were vastly improved.

unexpectedly hitler. 
At first 
it appeared that: (he 


legislation necessary to take over (he California build- 
ing for normal school purposes had plain and easy 
nailing. The first jolt it got was in the jury's award 
for the land that was -privately owned in the proposed 
site. 
This was double the, figure that was expected, 


and afforded opponents of the measure a leverage, as 
it necessitated an additional appropriation. Then the 
wur cloud broke, and the feeling gained headway that 
all bills carrying appropriations, and the object of 
winch was not of the most pressing necessity, should 
be put over. Then the distract ions of fights over other 
measures, and absence of the former centripetal force, 
with the result that some who would otherwise have 
accorded Hieir support became lukewarm. There is 
some .argument to the. effect that the championship . . 
which the measure has had in (his city has not im- 
proved its chances. 
Still, its sponsors arc cheerful, 


being elated over the Assembly vote of l>2 to 7. They 
did.not e.\pect such a decided victory. 
It is in the 


senate that it is likely to encounter its still'esl opposi- 
tion. Senator Xcnlon leads (he antjigonislic hosts and 
is a bitter lighter. He is'charged with h i t t i n g below 
the belt—as when lie declared that he hud in his 
pocket: a proposal to sell land adjoining the present .site 
that would make it ample and cheaper than (lie one 
propi sed at the exposition grounds. But he refused io 
show it, and (hough saying that he would let the chair- 
man see it, failed even to do (hat.

Bill to Buy Mission Rock 


I have not seen extended notice of Assembly Hill No. 


1454, 
introduced by Mitchell, April ~>, providing- for 


the acquisition by (he Harbor Hoard of Mission IJock. 
This is a somewhat familiar island in the bay, 'three- 
quarters of a mile off the. terminus of Second street 
and in line with il. 
The bill describes it as 800 feet 


square, but a plat of it as it appears of record is more 
like a foreshortened coffin. 
It contains some fifteen 


acres or land, mostly covered with warehouses, from 
which in the wheat era ships were wont to load. It io 
owned by the Mission Jxock Company, and is assessed 
at: SSOOO for the realty and §Ui,UOO for improvements. 
Last year, however, a syndicate took an option on it 
for 5;;")U,(K)il. This may be a recurrence of periodic, 
attempts in sell the property to the State. It doesn't 
seem to be a highly flourishing piece of private com- 
mercial property just at presem. The price named in 
the option may be some indication of what il was 
expected to realize by somebody. However desirable 
the properly might be to tin: Stale, there is not much 
probability that the measure authorising its purchase 
will r-° through. And following the figures set in the 
China Hasin condemnation suit, those who are fur- 
thering the scheme might not realize their expectations 
if it did. 
Colonel Irish Tries to Enlist 


Colonel John 1'. Irish has broken into the .less Wil- 


lard and William .lennings Bryan class, though maybe 
he would not car'.? to have it put that way. and indeed, 
that does not exactly express it. For these last two 
made indefinite, offers io go to the war, while. Colonel 
Irish marched up to the sergeant's office and said he 
wanted to enlist. The Colonel is 7- years of age, and 
wears a flowing white mane, which is some indication 
that he has passed 1he warrior's; limit. The sergeant, 
while most respectfully calling attention to that quite 
palpable fad', was much interested in the hale and 
vigorous rerniil t h a t offered. 
Though he could not 


enroll tin- applicant, ilu? sergeant was able lo ascer- 


tain that he had a vigorous understanding of things, 
and a very ready and entertaining wit. Also he found 
a genuine American, with a very supreme contempt 
for any and all who failed in patriotism at this junc- 
ture, together with an ability to express it not given 
to many men.

Two Governors 


.Governors were rather thick around the St. Francis 


during (he week. Former Governor Eberhart of Min- 
nesota is stopping (here, lie was one of the noted 
visitors 10 the ciiy, having appeared at civic functions, 
and generally gained recognition'through addressing 
clubs and meeting leading citizens. 
Governor Eber- 


hard is most affable and democratic. It is an interest- 
ing fact that his name was not originally Eberhard. 
lie was born Olson. At a very early age he migrated 
from Sweden to Minnesota, which has been the Mecca 
of so many of his countrymen. When he came to the 
age of mat nrc* understanding he found 1hat there'were 
so many of his-name that there was confusion in :the 
mails and in various ways. Olson is the Scandinavian 
equivalent of Smith, and one of the things he- con- 
cluded was necessary was to adopt a monaker that 
differentiated. 
Mow he came to hit upon Eberhard 


does not appear. It is just possible that had he fore- 
seen'the present-ilny mixup and the growing unpopu- 
larity of nomenclature that characterizes the country 
whence such names originate, he might have adopted 
another; for he is a stanch American citinen. Gove;--, 
nor Eberhard enjoyed his visit to the utmost, and car- 
ries away with him ji thorough appreciation of "the 
hospitality of San.Francisco. Governor Boyle of Ne- 
vada was another guest of the week. He is not so far 
aw.iy (hat a visH here is an event, and he settles in 
•the environment on his recurring trips as to the manor 
born. The Governor is a .young stalwart, typical of 
the virile life of his State. In his frank'way he dis- 
cusses the great prosperity that has come upon Nevada 
in the reopening of her silver mines, and in the unsatis- 
fied world demand for copper, lead and ziuc. Things 
are fairly booming. The demand for metals has created 
activity in every line of industry, besides revitalising 
properties th'at had long been abandoned or dormant. 
Population is increasing and the State's future is rosy 
in prospect. 
Apathetic No Longer 


Evidence, begins to accumulate that wai- is getting 


on the national, nerve. 
Arrivals from the East for 


some time have been telling how much'more excited 
they were at the other side of the country than here. 
This has possibly been due to a-feeling that war was 
not likely to touch us; but there has been a sudden 
awakeniug by the definite news of submarines in the 
Pacific. ,Just how serious the menace may be cannot 
be determined at once, but it is sufficient to make 
this trouble real to us—to fetch it home and to dem- 
onstrate the possibility of this being one of the cen- 
ters of action. A result is ai> incipient: manifestation 
of resentment against, the nationality which threatens 
us. Americans are an amiable people, much given to 
permit-ring free expression of opinion. Consequently 
they have been paying little attention to the reckless 
talk of some citizens, though on ocasion it has not 


afterwards deferentially appeared with a hat and was 
jirofn.se with obeisances for any lip you chose to 
bestow. The great fire wiped out all such places, and 
none has been re-established on the exact lines of those 
which gave San Francisco such an unique reputation. 
The Ferry Crews. 


The troubles on the ferryboats, from which strike* 


are threatened- and a ticup of travel possible, are not 
the result primarily of disputes between the employ- - 
ing companies and the men. 
The relations between 


these have always been, amicable,.the pay good, the 
service al! that could be desired—as the remarkable 
record of the millions of passengers carried without 
accident fully attests—and all was lovely until the In- 
terstate Commerce Commission butted in. 
The ar- 


rangement had been twenty-four hour shifts. The men 
were on dutj- one whole day and off a day. The.days 
they were on were not devoted to continuous work. 
The crew that had.the Joiigest hours one day had,Ihe 
shorter time the next. And there are berths on each 
boat for their accommodation, where they can, turn 
in when their run ends. The edict of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission was that crews must not be 
kept on duty more than •thirteen hours out of the. 
twenty-four. Twelve hours was' the time aimed at, but 
thirteen had to be named, as boats sometimes end their 
vims on one side aud sometimes on the other* and the 
time required for employees to get borne is not always 
iluH'orm. The edict of the commerce commission made 
a twelve-hour day for ferry officers.and 'hands impera- . 
tive, and balled the whole situation up. 
A twelve- 


hour day doesn't suit either the companies or the men, 
and doesn't.serve any purpose to t,he public. The men 
were satisfied with twenty-four-hour watches, which 
allowed them every "other day off; but they are not 


1 at all satisfied with the twelve-hour day, which keeps 


them every day on. They are demanding eight-hour 
shifts, which, while affording some relief from the- 


• twelve-hour plan, would still be hardly as satisfactory 


as the day on and day off arrangement. 
Shackle ton and Peary 


That was a singular meeting here of Peary and 


-y Shackleton—not a conjunction of the two poles/but a 


fraternizing of two men who had gained fame for polar 
exploration. 
Shackletou's voyaging bad been char- 


.acterizcd by tragedies. He is returning from the last 
of his expeditions ' to rescue some of.his followers, 
•stranded in the inhospitable Antarctic regions. ; He 
did not succeed in reaching the Soutn Pole, though his' 


• attempts arc reminiscent of the gallant Scott wuo did, 
., but who lost his life before he could get. back to civili- 


zation with the proofs of lus having been there. At 
that Scott had been preceded by, the intrepid Amund- 
sen, who left a letter and a Norwegian flag to indicate 
Ids precedence, which were found on Scott's body after 
he had perished, affording unique proof of the success 
of both. 
Peary's adventures at the other polar.ex- 


tremity at approximately the same time were char- 
acterised by controversies instead of tragedies. Peary 
established a camp 2 degrees and 26 minutes from the 
pole, and leaving Lieutenant Bartlett there, took his 
negro attendant, made the trip to the pole and return 
in'less than six days. His reason for leaving his chief 
officer behind has been given to the effect that he^did 
not desire to share with-an. equal'the glory of being 
the first to reach the goal. A degree is sixty nautical 
miles. A nautical mile is 2025 yards. .A.statute mile 
is 17GO yards. Two degrees and 26 minutes .would ,be 
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indiealcd as hearty accord with good Americanism as .equal to 108 statute miles, winch, doubled, would 
it reasonably might. However, it is considerably dif- 
ferent now. There is-a manifest impatience with any 
i-1 ass of citizens upon the least omission of proper re- 
spect for the flag and proper acknowledgement of the 
country's just cause. 
And where previous 'attitudes 


have not been aligned lliis way there is beginning to 
be an antipathy shown. Americans are so broad and 
tolerant Unit they arc, not likely, without cause, to 
show their resentment to any class; but with submar- 
ines in (lie Pacific it is realized that something may 
happen that will at. once change this spirit of toler- 
ance. Signs of a general realization of this fact have 
made themselves manifest. 
American flags have ap- 


peared in windows mid* over business places where 
they did not float before, and there is a general effort 
to change names and minimize signs that have hereto- 
fore been considered good magnets to draw custom. 
Passing of a Restaurateur 


.Many older San Franciscans took account of the 


death of John Herge-x. Tie was almost the last of that 
class of restaurateurs who gave to this city the repu- 
tation she enjoyed for good eating. -No.other city in 
the United States had exactly such distinction except- 
ing possibly New Orleans. A class of good livers, when 
they entrained for a trip across the country, were wont 
to say ihnt they would get nothing 1o eat t i l l they 
arrived al their journey's end. At. New York there 
was Delmonico's, but they seemed to regard the stretch 
in between as a gastronomic Sahara, where the traveler 
had to be satisfied with pot luck. For very many years 
I'erge/.'s restaurant—cafe had not come in—on Tine 
street, below Montgomery, was a characteristic place, 
where good cooking and good cheer prevailed; where 
one could get the old-lime meal cooked and sej'ved in 
the old-lime way. 
There, was no accompaniment of 


crashing music, or theatrical representation, or skat- 
ing or dancing between courses; no si iff tip, with a 
sudden congealmcnt on the part of attendants if you 
failed to come through adequately. The cost of fhe 
refection was entirely embodied in the eating. 
The 


onl.v music that was vouchsafed was that of a macaroni 
band, which strolled from fdace to place, ramped off 
a nine or two in tin; vestibule, and a member of which 


be equal to 33G statute miles, the-'distance from :Lieu- 
tenant Bartlett's camp to.t,he pole and return, which 
Peary covered within six days with dogs. I have beun 
discussing Hie feat with a man who was born two de- 
grees within the Arctic circle; who has sledged aud 
skiied in the boreal region and is altogetherfamiliar 
with traveling and faring in that country, and who 
accounts Peary's feat as some achievement; .himself; 
considering it very creditable traveling to make thirty 
miles a.-day in rather-favorable'going. Still, be is not 
inclined to set up his judgment against any explorer's 
claims. 
Consideration of the whole matter of polar, 


exploration is apropos through the presence here of 
two who have figured *ri it so notably; and the dis- 
cussion was evoked through the fact that uudoub'ted 
evidence exists as to the success of two efforts to reach 
the South Pole, while two'who claim to have arrived 
at the North Pole are without such incontestible proof 
to sustain their claims.'

Important Transfer 


A real estate transaction that gained wide notice 


was the sale of the Morrow-Head unimproved property 
on Market, below Montgomery:1 The price was! three- 
quarters of a million dollars. ''Bob" Morrow, one of 
the owners, is a well-known survivor of the older stock- 
dealing times. 
This and other properties represent 


the increment of that flush era. It was known that 
the property was for sale, but the. price set was a mil- 
lion. A million-dollar business site does not attract 
a buyer every day, aiid the wait had evidently been so 
trving that when one came along with three-quarters 
of that sum in cash it was accepted. 
The buyer, of 


record is Lilienthal, Init the real purchaser is the 
Fleishhackcr interest. Negotiations had been pending 
for years between George Whittell and 'Morrow over 
this property. 
If Morrow is canny in a deal, so is 


Whittell. 
In the language of one who is well ac- 


quainted with both, they are "hard traders." Whittell 
has property in various parts of the city whichs-he 
essayed to trade in. Morrow could never see an ad- 
vantage in the offers, and besides, had there been a 
palpably good bargain in any of thcm*as real estaje 
men look at it, each had a lunkhig fear that whatever 


was agreed up6n might turn out a bargain for the' 
other in the end, which would have been wormwood. 
An immense building is to.-be erected with a 270-foot 
facade on Market, the structure extending through to 
Sutler, where it is to have a 137-foot frontage. It.wiH 
probably be the last word in a bank plant and an office 
- 


building, though plans have not yet been formulated. 
As-one real estate operator expressed it, the Fleish- 
hackers are li^stlers, and it may be relied upon that 
this new structure will have tenants ready to move in 
the moment it is 'finished. The Western Power .Com- 
pany and all the many Fleishhackcr interests will be 
centered there. For the main tenant the building is 
to have the Anglo and London Paris National Bank, 
which has enjoyed an amassing expansion within tho 
past two or three years, and which has entirely out- 
grown its ornate quarters at Sansome and Suttcr, 
built since the fire with the idea that they would be 
sufficient for many years if not for all time.

Backward Trend on Market 
'"!-•'•;/ 


The erection of the Hobart building, some'- time ago, 


of the Santa Fe building more recently, of the South-, 
era Pacific building more recently still, aud now the 
certainty of this immense structure, which will vie. in 
capacity with the Mills building,' serves to. pull,the 
office center back down Market aud to establish it 
there. Also to establish the, financial center.in the 
region roughly bounded by California, Markej;,.J3an- 
some and Montgomery. 
The trend after the ^rj^as 


'out: of the cross, streets and up Market. 
T\vp7!gr,<pat 


financial institutions were established at Grant aye-1 
nue.an'd Market, and there was au idea that that'por- 
tended a'"general movement on the part of financial 
institutions. 
It is a fact that lower Market has 


languished, if not from ' uncertainty, .then from some 
other cause; but now there are unmistakable signs of 
rejuvenation. The erection of the Southern Pacific, 
office building lias doubtless liad more to do with this 
than any other one thing. The transfer of more than, 
two thousand very active business people to a great 
building erected upon a site-formerly occupied by 
; 


shacks, and the transfer of the enormous volume.of 
! 


business tllat.seeks the head office of sucli a great con- 
cern, must naturally make a great difference in the 
section affected. 
The rebuilding on lower Market 
• 


since the/fire generally has not been of a high class. 
This naturally important se'ction of the city seemed 
to lack' an initiative, which was forthcoming in the 
; 


Southern Pacific improvement, and' now is accentuated ' 
in the proposed Flcishhacker structure. The Hobart 
building first off did not seem to establish the char- 
acter of improvements for the section and opinion was 
expressed that" it was too bold a venture, but now it 
has been strikingly" supported and its'conception en- 
tirely justified. 
Boom in Banking 


In line with these most important movements is to 


be noticed the general prosperity of the banks and 
financial institutions of the city. In no former year 
or period has there been anything like the boom in 
banking that has prevailed in the,last year. This is 
manifest in the exigency that has resulted in the im- 
portant real estate transaction and prospective build- 
ing improvement noted in the preceding .paragraph. 
Within quite a recent time the Anglo & London Paris 
National erected an exclusive building, with due calcu- 
lation for the future. 
The Bank of California has 


found that its enlarged and exclusive building, calcu-. 
la'ted to meet the expansion of fifty years, is already 
inadequate, and it has overflown into the Halsey build- 
ing adjoining. The Bank of Italy has very lately built 
an acsdition and is already feeling cramped again. The 
Crocker bank, though occupying all of the ground floor 
of the great Crocker building, finds that more room 
is needed. The Savings Union is rather up against it 
for additional room in which to swing its augmented 
volume of business. Its new home fronts Grant ave- 
nue, with O'Farrell street at the side and a narrow" 
street in the rear.. It can only expand on one side, 
and there it is held up by a lease enjoyed by a tenant 
who is unimpressed by the urgency of the situation. If 
this were not evidence of the prosperity enjoyed by 
the financial institutions of the city the annual re- 
ports published at the beginning of the year would cer- 
tainly cinch it. All the banks show an enorinous in- 
crease of deposits, and some are able to figure up 
assets almost double those of the year before. And 
with this undoubted prosperity the tendency is toward 
the merging of banks and reducing their number, rather 
than starting new ones. 
Patriotic Mass Meeting 
; 


On Tuesday Governor Stephens mingled with the 


gubernatorial visitors and did the hospitalities of the 
State,, as might be said. Governor Stephens came to 
the city to attend the patriotic mass meeting that .was 
held at the auditorium in the evening. It was a mighty 
occasion. The venerable Judge Morrow presided, and 
his introductory remarks were extremely felicitous. 
Walter Macarthur, a$.,a representative of oi-gaimed 
labor, delivered a well-conceived and thoroughly pa- 
triotic address. The Governor carefully avoided flam- 
buoyant oratory, confining himself to a sound and 
sensible setting forth of the situation and the manifest 
diities of American citizens at this crucial time. "It 
was the.first public occasion on which he.has disclosed ' 
to the public a'poetic bent, however. His peroration, 
was in rhyme, quoting-a patriotic verse. Mayor Eolph 
was the last on the?prpgram, introducing patriotic 
resolutions which were adopted with a vim. San Fran- 
cisco's first set. effort .to'evince its feeling in this na- 
tional emergency was a truly patriotic outburst. 


THE KNAVE. 
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are rendered more 


susceptible to fungous dis- 
eases by conditions that 
make for slow growth, such 
as neglected irrigation or 
cultivation, scarcity of re- 


quired plant foods, acidity or poor 


. condition of the soil. These diseases 


are also, in rare cases, caused by tho 
opposite conditions, which force too 
rapidly the growth of the plant, but 
the conditions poorly favoring growth 
are more common causes. Insects at 
the roots of the plants and above may 
also set up conditions favorable to 
fungous growth. 


Fungicides are substances that will 


control fungous growths, and they are 
' more apt to control them if they are 


used as a preventative than if used aa 
. a cure. 
Apply fungicides when fun- 


ogus growths are threatened, if you 


^ car.. Insecticides are substances that - 


will control and destroy Insect pests 
attacking plants. 


The need of either sort of remedy 


for plant pests will begin to make 
itself evident in the garden about this ' 
time. 
The poorly attended garden - 


will be the most in need, but hardly 
one will escape without somewhere its 
fungous or insect determined on spoil- 
ing all that the cultivator has done. 
Mildew in the form of a light gray' 
fuz/. will begin to appear on the roses, 
especially the Dorothy Perkins. 
The 


tiny green aphids, or plant lice, will 
become apparent on many plants. 
Slugs and caterpillars will be con- 
spicuous. 
* 


Right at the outset 'is the time to 


combat these foes. 
With the insects 


it is to be noted primarily that there 
are two distinct kinds which attack' 
plants, the "chewing" insects, which 
eat foliage and flowers, and the "suck- 
ing" insects, which penetrate to the 
interior of plants and flowers and. ex 
tract xhe juices^ therefrom. 
To reach 


the former sort their food must be 
poisoned by some means, or other, 
while for the latter a caustic chem- 
ical must be brought into contact 
with their bodies to cotfsume them. 


Unquestionably the most effective 


and most widely used fungicide is 
Ewrdeaux mixture, a supply of which 
it will pay any gardener to keep on 
hand. 
Its special use is to control 


such fungi as mildew, leaf spots, leaf 
Wight, and the like. In Us manufac- 
ture four pounds of copper sulphate 
is dissolved in a small amount of 
water and four to six pounds of rock 
lime slaked in another 
portion of 
* 


water until bubbling ceases. 
These 


are mixed slowly and diluted with 
water up to fifty gallons. 
The mix- 


ture may, of course, be 
made- in 


smaller lots, remembering to keep the 
proportions the same. . 


Arsenate of lead is a poison serv- 


iceable to destroy chewing insects. It 
is better than the commonly used 
Paris Green in that it is not easily 
washed from tho plants by subsequent 
sprinkling. It may bo combined with 
Bordeaux mixture, and the combina- 
tion used for general spraying against 
both fungous growth and insect pests. 
The solutions which comhino lime 
and sulphur may also include this. 


Besides Bordeaux mixture, ammo- 


niacal copper carbonate and lime and 
sulphur mixtures are used as fungi- 
cides. 
Kerosene emulsion, made by 


mixing'equal parts of kerosene and 
water and adding a piece of hard 
soap as liig as an egg to each quart of 
the- combination, diluting the whole 
considerably with water, is an excel- 
lent insecticide for the sucking in- 
sects like aphids. Another is a strong 
solution of common washing soap or 
of Avhale oil soap. 
One of the most 


commonly used is extract of tobacco, 
which is to bo obtained in various 
handy forms on the market. 
Poison 


baits, aueh as may be made by mixing 
ii quart of bran, a teaspoonful of 
Paris green 
or a less amount of 


strychnine, enough water to mix the 
whole together, and a little molasses 
for sweetening, may be used against 
grasshoppers, cut v.-orms, and the like. 
"When the mixture has dried and

hardened it may be broken into 
pieces and scattered about the yard, 
but not where chickens, pets or chil- 
dren may reach it. 


Powdered forms of insecticid'es and 


fungicides, such as pyrethrium or in- 
sect powder, are best applied from 
cans 
in 
which 
small 
holes 
are 


punched. These will be most effective 
if tho holes arc small enough to 
necessitate striking the can sharply on 
the bottom to force out the powder. 
The powder is best applied when dew 
is on the plants or after they have 
been sprinkled. Powdered sulphur is 
often used in this way for mildew on 
roses. 


Sprayers of liquid preparations arfi 


available for garden work of A'arious 
kinds and prices. 
The cheaper tin 


sprayers are not usually worth buy- 
ing, as they rust and corrode so soon. 
Those 
with galvanized 
iron parts 


where liquids touch are good, but 
those with similar brass or copper 
parts 
better 
still- 
Their 
nozzles 


should emit a very fine spray with- 
out clogging. 


Gophers and moles are two of the 


most troublesome pests with which 
the gardener has to contend. 
The 


former seem particularly to favor 
certain flowers, such as carnations, 
jind certain bulbs, such as gladioli. 
Where this partiality is' kno.wn the 
only sure means of preventing the 
gopher's inroads is some bar under 
the surface to his approaching the- 
plants. 
This is best 
effected 
by 


spreading chicken netting with about 
one inch mesh below the root level of. 
the plants. 
Either the netting may 


be brought up to the surface all about 
the plants or boards placed from net- 
ting to surface all about the plants. 


A'arious traps are on the market for 


gophers which will be found more or 
less successful. 
There Is little choice 


between the styles. The same is true 
with regard to mole traps. Moles arc 
really less harmful to the gardens 
than the gophc-rs. 
Where ridges of 


earth show that they have traveled 
the soil should be pressed down again 
as soon as possible upon the plant 
roots and little harm will ordinarily 
result. 


Gopher traps will be absolutely in- 


effective 
unless 
they are properly 


placed. 
The gopher digs a 'general 


runway beneath the surface of the 
soil and parallel thereto, from this, 
nt various points, he runs his hole to 
the surface. Putting the tr.ip into onr> .. 
of these vertical or diagonal holes will 
not catch him. 
You must dig down 


to the general runway and place the 
trap horizontally therein. Afterwards 


cover up the 'hole above with straw, 
paper or other substance and lay a 
board over it- 
The less the dirt is 


permitted to fall into the runway the 
more successful the trapping will be. 


Baits for gophers should be placed 


similarly to the traps, digging down 
-into the runway for depositing places. 
These baits may be bought already 
prepared in such forms as poisoned 
prunes, poisoned wheat, and the like. 
An excellent bait is made by cutting 
potatoes into pieces half the size of • 
an egg, opening a slit in one side and 
depositing therein one or two crystals 
of strychnine. The potato, especially 
on its cut surface, should be handled 
just'as little as possible. 
The various • 


explosives and chemical remedies for 
gophers, which fill their holes with 
smoke or asphyxiating gases, are 
often used with notable effect in soils 
that are not porous. All fissures and 
other holes from which the smoke ia 
seen escaping should be immediately 
covered. Trying tji drown out goph- 
ers with the hose, no matter how long 
you let it run, will not succeed. 


VIOLETS. 


The violet, with all of its deserved 


popularity and all of its worth, has 
been less preyed upon by the hybrid- ' 
izer than almost any other 
well- 


known flower. .The varieties arc still 
few in number, though each of them 
in its own particular way is well 
worth the raising. 
The California is 


somewhat paler than true violet, is of 
single form and has long stems. The 
Marie Louise is double, with red 
marks in a white spot at the base of . 
each petal. 
The Giant, or Princess 


of Wales, is a single and has large 
flowers with strong stems. The Swan- 
ley- is double and white. The Giant is 
one of the best sorts to plant in trie 
cast bay section. 
Many dealers be- 


lieve the'-California has somewhat 
gone back in recent years, but this 
may largely have been the result of 
imperfect handling. The plant needs 
more water than any other 'sort. 


The chief factor in all violet cul- 


ture is to keep the soil cool. 
The 


plants 
must 
be 
freely 
irrigated 


throughout all .of the dry season 
whether in bloom or not. They need 
a somewhat heavy soil, but one with 
considerable humus. -'Cow manure 
should be spaded in and lime used, 
especially if the soil is inclined to 
bake. 
In this region violets may be 


planted in the full sun, not needing 
the shady spot or other protection . 
that is demanded for them in the 
central valleys and the south. 


Violets may be propagated by Divid- 


ing the rpots or. the crowns or sep- 


arating the runners from the parent 
plants. 
The last is usually consid- 


ered the preferable way, as it does not 
spoil the parent plant and is not apt 
to carry over the diseases thereof. 
The runners which form in December 
should be separated about February 
or March, or even a little later. They 
should be placed in'flats in which the 
soil is one pan of sand to two of loam 
to one of manure. Toward:the middle 
or end of May tfoey may be"set out in 
the garden, at which time plants pur- 
chased from the supply houses may 
also be set out. 


Less tendency toward disease will 


be encountered if the growth of the 
plant is vigorous and Jiealthy. 
The 


environment, as concerns shade, pro- 
tection from draught and cleanliness 
about the plants are concerned, must 
be such as to permit this sort of 
growth. 
Both 
fungus 
and 
insect 


pests attack the violet. Spot disease 
appears as tiny yellow spots" with 
green 
coronas; 
these' widen 
and 


darken and have hair-like -projection's, 
finally coalescing until the whole leaf 
is attacked. 
The leaves should.be 


picked off as soon as the disease ap- 
pears. -The plants should- be thor- 
oughly watered at the roots, keeping 
the leaves dry. The red spider is a 
smaJI insect pest which makes the 
leaves turn yellow and stunts the 
growth of the plants. 
It may be1 


washed off-by a ' forceful stream of 
water. As In the other case, the af- 
fected leaves should be removed and 
burned. 


There are not many necessities in 


violet culture, but .the-few there are . 
must 
be 
conscientiously observed. 


Irrigate 
freely/ 
Keep the ground 


clean about the plants. 
Keep the 


suckers picked off. Too~""much plant 
food increases leaf growth, but re- 
duces the number and si?:e_of blooms. 
Manure is better for violet patches 
than commercial" fertilizers.

The 
volume, 


which deals with Jose de Galvez, vis- 
itor-general of New* Spain during the. 
years from 17(55 to 1771, is the fifth 
in the 
list of publications • in his- 


tory which the University" has issued. 


The subject of the,,interesting study 


was one of the ministers of state 
chosen by Charles 111 of Spain, to aid 
in that monarch's life work of re- 
storing Spain to her "former great- 
ness and placing her once more in the 
forefront of nations.^ Galvez belongs 
to that era-of brilliant statesmen in 
whose 
number are included Esqui- 


lache, Grimalrli .and 
Floridablanca, 


' and that he is less well known to the 
general reader .of history than those 
others, is 'due to the fact that the 
historians who heretofore have -writ- " 
ten of the reign of Charles III.have 
concerned themselves largely with the 
•European questions of his reign. From 
'the viewpoint of American affairs, 
which played no small,part in Spain's 
history (then as at'other times) lit- 
tle has been written. 


Mr. 
Priestley ' has made an ex- 


haustive-study of documents and.re- 
search 
-work 
on 
original 
sources 


which throw new light upon Galvez 
and .his times; which, show that the ' 
visitor-general, with the possible ex- 
'ception of the second Revillagigedo, • 
was the most able representative of 
the Spanish crown in the new world. 


Jos'e de Calves began his public 


career soon after the . beginning- of 
the reign of Charles III, and con- 
tinued in public service until the day 
of his death, which antedated that of 
the king by about one year. 
"The'author notes that' "the later 


efficiency . of Galvez in. his ministry 
was due to. experience gained in ac- 
tual field service in New Spain as 
visitor-general of the affairs of public 
finance (1765-1771)" an'd he there- 
fore limits the scope of his consid- 
eration of his subject to those years. 


"The policy he was later to pursue 


was formulated and initiated during 
the years of. his residence in Am'er- " 
ica." 
Throughout^ the study empha- 


sis has been laid upon the personal 
side of .the, story, for the reason that 
"the visitation as a feature of colonial 
-aaminji^tnition, was of so special a 
chaxacfer as fo • make its results de- 
pend largely nipon the personality of 
the'.mdn to whom it was intrusted." 


The Spanish colonial.policy, its one 


idea of making .the colonies continu- 
ally enrich the mother country, and 
the*r resulting . intricate 
system 
of 


finance and fiscal agents makes the 
historic 
background against which 


the figure of Galvez is made to stand 
out clearly. 
Governmental, division 


of the New Spain, in all of which the 
Spaniards felt obliged to use every 
possible means- to retalri< their domi- 
nation in their relations 
with 
the 


lower classes, ma"kes a chapter which 
explains in a satisfactory measure 
the continuous story, of::official con- 
flict which .followed in the wake 
of the establishment of the general 


visitation. 
The visitation assumed a 


number of forms, but it was intend- 
ed in all cases to be a special means 
of enforcing existing regulations, an 
attempt on the part of the monarch 
"to turn an all-seeing eye. through 
the use of a direct personal repre-0 
sentative, upon all affairs which af- 
fected the welfare of the state." The 
visitor was "a product of and an 
actor in the long process by which 
the power of the monarch was estab- 
lished, through a gradually widen- 
ing kingdom, over the local .authori- 
ties." 
The two j;hief groups of co- 


lonial officers subject to the visita- 
tion were those of the courts of jus- 
tice and those of real hacienda. 
It 


was in this latter group that the chief 
work of GaJvez was centered and his 
great reforms inaugurated. 


Chronological lists of earlier visi- 


tors to New Spain give interesting ac- 
count of the vicissitudes of that pre- 
ca'rious and not all too popular of- 
fice. 
Montesclaros, who was 
"vis- 


ited" by Landeras expressed his opin- 
ion of the system in these words: 
"these visitations are .comparable to 
the whirlwinds often seen 
in 
the 


public squares and streets, which 
serve no purpose save to stir up dust, 
straw 
and other trash, and scatter 


them about the heads of the people." 


Galvez arrived in 
Vera Cruz July 


IS, 17C5, the exact date 
definitely 


stated for the,.first time (with cita- 
tions of the authoritative sources) in 
this work of air. Priestly's. He found 
progress in his plans blocked effect- 


ively by the viceroy, Cruillas, backed 
by Villalba, in command of the mili- 
tary. 
Affairs between the viceroy 


and the visitor-general roacheU an 
impasse, with the result that each 
appealed to Madrid, and Cruilias was 
ultimately recalled, to be replaced by 
Crofx, who -obeyed his king's admo- 
nition that he "should maintain har- 
monious relations with the visitor,", 
giving him such assistance 
as 
he 


could for putting into execution the 
measures he had taken for the estab- 
lishment and better government of 
the revenues." 


Customs reforms 
at 
Vera Cruz, 


"where practices in customs collec- 
tions has been lax and corrupt for 
years," were undertaken, plans for 
reform were perfected, and "the of- 
ficials of real hacienda were made'to 
give strict accounts of their steward- 
ships." 
His activity in Vera Cruz 


brought 
Gulvez into conflict 
with 


merchants , there, and the struggle 
which was necessary to accomplish 
proposed reforms throws an interest- 
ing light on the commercial system 
from which Spain derived her reve- 
nues. 


The vigor and directness of hiss 


work in governmental affairs is given 
ampler illustration in the chapter of 
this book which deals with Galvez's 
part in the expulsion of the Jesuits 
from Mexico, according to royal de- 
cree, and his personal leadership of 
the expedition of 1767. Rebellion at 
Potosi showed that Galvez was re- 
lentless in his establishing order. Se-

verest punishments and heavy sen- 
tences were ordered for those partici- 
pating in the riots. 


•Calve*; in 
Lower" California, and 
' Sonora'.wjts^no less efficient as visi- 


tor and '• administrator than in the 
other places, where his influence was 
stcongly'felt.' During the' latter, part 
of 1770" Gal\x>z occupied himself jn 
the. regulation of affairs of the City 
of Mexico," and interesting it is to 
read tha£ "one of the most difficult 
tasks f** t was'that of seeing that 
the populace w-as provided with .food, 
and that the prices ol comestibles 
.were within bounds." Control cf Jhe 
bakeries was, his first slip, organizing, 
them into a guild, and requiring^hem 
to contribute to the maintenance-of 
three hospitals for the poor. 


Galvez's return to Spain was fol- 


lowed by his appointment 
to 
the 


Council of the Indies. 


The final chapter in Mr, Priestley's 


work is devoiod to an extensive and 
detailed consideration'of real hacien- 
da and the reforms of Galvt-z. When 
Spaniards spoke -of "real hacienda" 
they, meant those moneys or those 
financ.'lil activities which produced- 
government revenues.. This conclud- 
ing 
chaffer 
enumerates 
vario'us 


sources of revenue, and we are not a 
little surprised to find among the 
names of taxable items "snow" and 
"cockfightiiiK," which "the king h,s 
attempted to suppress (it) as a pub- 
lic vice; not succeeding, he chose the 
thriftier mode of dealing with the 
problem." 


Thorough in its elucidation of a 


complicated financial and admini£V.ra-_ 
live system, a system which bears an 
important and vital relation to the 
history of this western world, as well 
as of the older world of Europe— 
vivid in its portrayal of the dominat- 
ing personality, of that system, Mr. 
Priestley's book bid* fa/'v to be hailed 
as a valuable and much-appreciated 
contribution to the vast literature of 
Old and New Spain.—H. P. F.

"Martin Luther, the quadricentenniai of 
whose Protestant reformation 
will be 


celebrated this year, preached a sermon 
400 years ago on the high cost of living 
that-would lilt the mark if preached to- 
day,

The sermon Is published In the now 


Philadelphia .Standard edition of Luther's 


, works In English. Following Is a sum- 


mary of his discourse: 


"This year the grain crop was larger 


than most people can remember its ever 
having been, and grain could easily be 
sold quite cheaply, to show 
that the 


farmers are thankful to God for this 
blessing. 
But without any necessity, 


merely out of greed, the price of food 
products Is raised and ttie farmers now 
make three pfennigs for one, .and three 
bags for one. 
. "But who must suffer for It? 
None 


but the poor K-orkman and trades peo- 


'. pie, who also raise the price of their 
.products nnd labor. But I, and salaried 
people like myself, must keep 
to our 


•salary, we cannot raise that so that 
now tho world, the farmers and the no- 
bility are nothing, but: thieves. 


"For a time I had a salary of 200 gui- 


don, but now I must have 300 guidon, 
because everything that is needed for 
housekeeping is so dear, and will con- 
tinue to get dearer. 
If this keeps on 


where will I got enough to live on? Tho 
wicked farmer and the desperate rascal 
of a. nobleman turn a pure blessing of 
cur God into greed and usury. 
There 


Is" not one who says, 'I will give praise 
and thanks to God and not raise the 
price of my produce. He will bless me 
again some other day.' 


"Therefore our Lord God will make of 


the artificial high prices a real famine. 
The sun scarcely seines any longer, for 
the land is full of murderers. And that 
is no real famine which isi created by 
desperate and wicked men. for they all , 
become 
murderers, 
greedy 
thieves, 


rogues and cutthroats: but a real famine 
Is when for two or three years nothing 
grows and men can 
neither sow nor 


reap, as the weather lias now begun to 
Indicate, a time when men would gladly 
buy grain, <ind there Is none to buy, 
and nothing will grow. 


"That is a r,eal famine and is sent by

is of such vital interest to Now York, 
these papers make known the progress 
that has been made in the serum treat- 
ment of the disease. It is indicated that 
great things are expected of the serum 
as the surest way of checking the dis- 
ease. 


That the microbe which 
causes in- 


fantile paralysis enters the body by way 
of the. mucous membrane of the nosa - 
and throat Is now regarded as estab- 
lished. Many persons are, exposed to the 
disease and even are contaminated by 
the virus and yet never 
develop the 


disease. This Is because tho body pos- 
sesses natural defenses which fight the 
microbe the moment it appears in the 
system and sometimes -fight so success- 
fully that .tlie germs are killed before 
they do any damage. 
, The fact tiat the epidemic which held

the best line of defense against attack 
by the paralysis germ. 


The first set of defensive means were 


discovered by Dr. Amoss, of the Rocke- 
feller Institute, and Dr. Taylor, of the 
"Vermont State Board of Health, to re- 
side in the secretions of the nose ^self. 


. For cxample,_ they found by means of 


experiments on monkeys tiat" distilled 
water washings of the nose and throat 
when mixed with preparations of the 
active virus of infantile paralysis abol- 
ished or neutralized its activity. 


BODY POSSESSES ^DEFENSE. 


This destructive power possessed 
by 


the nasal secretions is, however, .not 
absolute, but is affected, first, by the 
state, whether normal or otherwise, of 
the nasal mucous membrane of the per- *• 
sons tested and, .second, by individual 
peculiarities not yet explained. But the ^ 
lack of neutralizing power is the ex- 
ception anci the existence of that power 


. the rule, from which It has been con- 


cluded that the secretions of tho'nose 
and throat are a real and effective safe- 
guard against Infection with the'virus 
of infantile paralysis, and probably serve 
to diminish the 
number 
of heai&y 


carriers of the-virus which might other- 
wise arise, as well as to remove and 
destroy the last of -the virus present In 
the nose and throat of persons recovered 
from the disease. 


Besides the external a set of internal 


defences also have been detected. 
They 


consist of Kie Intact membranes sur- 
rounding the spinal cord and brain, with 
the added physiological structures in t'tte" 
brain known as the choroid plexus, which 
drains off tha fluid from tho blood -which 
forms the nomal cerebro-spinal "liquid 
surrounding those nervous organs. 


INJURY ADMITS VIRU'S. 


The membranes mentioned -when tntact 


exclude practically everything, Including 
microbes, except the watery fluid from 
the delicate nervous tissues. What has- 
been found out is that very slight injury 
to those structures opens the way for 
the. virus to get Into the spinal, cord 
and brain when infantile paralysis arises. 
That changes of the sort Indicated may 
playt a part in deciding ttie state of 
susceptibility or its.reverse in exposed 
persons is suggested, as dp the co-opera- 
tion of the external defense or nasal se- 
cretions and ..the internal defense or Im- 
permeability of the membranes oC the 
spinal cord and brain in determining pro- 
tection from infection, 


The microblc cause or virus of Infantile 


paralysis is a very minute micre-organ- 
ism which is unaffected by the blood of 
normaj persons, but is neutralized or de- 
stroyed by the blood of persons who have 
recovered from an attack" of the disease. 
Indeed, the reason recovery ttdtes place 
at all is that these" neutralising sub- 
stances begin to appear in the blood 
within the first few days of the illness 
and either gradually or abruptly slop the 
growth of the virus 
in 
the 
nervous 


organs.

very-minute micro-organism capable of 
passing through porcelain filters and.of 
growing under conditions in which air or 
oxygen is excluded from -the cultures." 


NEW FOSSIL IS GIVEN TO SCIENCE 


AUSTIN, Texas, March 24.—A recent 


bulletin Issued by the. Bureau of Eco- 
nomic Geology and Technology 
o" the 


University of Texas is a description by 
Dr. Emil Bose of a fossil of world-wide 
importance to geologists. 
The fossil is 


known as Richtofenia, It was first dis- 
covered by Dr. B. F. Shumard in tha' 
western part of this state In 1S59. Dr. 
Shumard was the first slate geologist in 
Texas, holding his commission 
under- 


Governor Sam Houston at the beginning 
of the Civil war. 
He found this fossil 


in the Guadalupe mountains and he later 
described it under l?ie name of Crania. 
Three years later the same fossil was 
described as Anomia. by another geolo- 
gist, who found It in India. 'After 20 
years, it was again found 
in China by. 


Klclitofen, and. In.lSS-i, an Italian geolo- 
gist collected It near Palermo, In Sicily. 
In 1300 H was reported from Thibet and 
from the Hlmalyan mountains, and in 
1005 it was found in the Alp^ of Europe. 
It has recently been connected In consid- 
erable r.unmber in the Glass mountains 
of Brewster county, Texas, by the Bu- 
reau of Economic Geology, The name of 
TUchtofenia is in honor of the great Ger- 
man scientist who found Ae fossil in 
China. 


ONCE THOUGHT TO BE CORAL. 
The nearest relatives of Richtofenia 


are the lampshclls. But Rtehtofenia is 
so peculiar and so different from these- 
that it was at one time thought to ba 
cornl. 
It lias taken students of fossils 


nearly half a. century to discover Its real 
nature. The specimens brought together 
by the bureau was probably more repre- 
sentative tiian any other collection ever 
made of this fossil, and this circum- 
stance has enabled Dr. Bose to fully in- 
vestigate its nature. 
Another fortunate 


circumstance is the fact that the fossil 
Is found in a siliclfled condition in a 
limestone and Dr. Boso was able 
to 


separate the specimens from the rock 
completely by dissolving away all the 
limestone in acid. This left the slllcified 
fossil.1) entirely free, both Internally and 
externally, and all the structures could 
bo clearly made out,

portant in several ways. In the history ' 
of extinct animals it '.ias been found that 
tho last members of a group of animals 
that is becoming extinct are apt to take 
on queer and unusual forms.

• fenla Is one of these aberrant

among the lampshells. It is one of the 
last of the great number of these shells 
which became extinct during the Per- 


„ mlan age. Therefore, It will be- one of 


the index fossils of this formation. Its 
occurrence at other points in the state 
will be Ipoked for,', and. If- found. It 
will enable geologists to make closer 
comparisons 'between the different parts 
of this formation, and thus make possible 
more accurate observations on the depths 
to which this formation extends-in inany 
parts of our state.

MEASURES NEARLY 7000 FEET. 


The Permian iiere measures nearly 


7000 feet "We have here "both the lower, 
the middle and the upper parts' of' the 
Permian, and by, means of Richtofenia 
and other, fossils, it is expected that a 
section can be constructed -which will 
Include most of the 
Permian found In • 


other parts of the world. 
Thus Texas 


geologists will be able to place the for- 
mations known hi . other, continents -In • 
their proper sequence. This problem no 
one has yet been able,, satisfactorily to 
solve. The *KJchtofenla is truly a fossil 
of world-wide importance, and the TJni-: 
versify of Texas has nofonly' been able 
to raako a discovery which no doubt 
some day will be of economic importance 
loxally; but it has also been enabled to 
make an important scientific, contribution 
to tho geology of the world..

This form 
differs from that of the incidental 
music for a play, in that. the. flow of 
tone may be continuous and because 
one never needs to soften the ac- 
companiment so that the voices may 
he heard; it differs from the music 
for a ballet in that the scene shifts 
constantly, 
and 
consequently 
the 


time-9ig-natures and the mood and 


. the key must^ be as constantly shift- 


Ing-. 
The swift flash from scene to 


scene, the 'cut-back,' the necessary 
rapidity of the action, all are adapt- 
ed to inspire the futurist composer 
to brilliant effort; a tinkle of this 
and a smash of that, without 'work- 
ing-out' or development, illustration, 


. comment, piquant or serious, that is 
what the new film music should be. 
The ultimate moving: picture score 
will be something more than sentl- 


• mental accompaniment." 


The truth' of this is -self-evident, 


provided 
that one 
stipulates that 


there shall be co-operation between 
the scenario 
writer 
and the com- 


poser, 
'and -that 
moving 
pictures 


shall be made pictorially and dra- 
matically .worthy of.a musical accom- 
paniment. 
The. average moving pic- 


ture today ig so far removed from 
artistry of any kind that the. use of 
a folk song in Connection with Its 
performance is a profanation of the 
tonal art. 
Despite the columns ot 


publicity-that are annually given to 
"million-dollar" 
films, the number 


of artistically 
pleasing moving pic- 


tures adapted for musical treatment 
(without radical modifications-of the 
scenario) can still be- counted on the 
fingers of one hand. 


Personally, I have always been un- 


able to understand .why music should 
be considered an inevitable adjunct 
Of the moving picture. 
When I sit 


down to read a novel, I do not wish 
to have a perpetual stream of melody 


• assailing my ears. 
Although it has 


been an outgrowth of the dramatic 
stage, the moving picture is much 
more akin to the novel than'it is to 
the play. 
The • 'cut-back,' 
for in- 


stance, is, not an invention of 'the 
studio director; It is a device of the 
novelist, as old as the art of writing 
fiction. A moving picture can be en- 
joyed In silence as well as a book. 


But the convention of a musical 


accompaniment is still kept up, and 
the efforts of cinema managers and 
musicians to make existing music fit 
the changes in a scenario are inter- 
esting:. There lies before me a musi- 
cal program sent out by Carl Fischer, 
the New York publisher, for a certain 
film. 
The time is carefully appor- 


tioned, 
the scenario 
analyzed, and 


different compositions suggested for 
the 
pianist, 
organist or orchestra 


leader to play during the various 
scenes. For example: 
' 


"Close up at table; 3 minutes and 


55 seconds;. Martinique by Loraine, 
Title — You Must Not See Her; 3 
minutes and 5 seconds; Admiration 
by R-. C. Jaqkson. 
Sub-title—The 


Duke's Car Comes on; 2 minutes and 
20 seconds; Agitato No. 4 by Becker." 


Such schedules are obvious make- 


shifts, but they show that attempts 
are at least being made to supply 
music that will accord in some degree 
to the atmosphere of the scene. Be- 
tween these attempts and Van Vech- 
ten's ideal there is a long road to be 
traveled.

When we attend opera or the sym- 


phony wt- are conscious in the backs 
of our minds of a realization of the 
hours of patient rehearsal that have 
made the perfect performance Pos- 
sible, Any noll-profi>flsion;vl musician, 
suddenly confronted with the respon- 
sibility of brink-ill),' "lit a n-.-w opera 
unU conducting it, would hesitati- be- 
fore the forniidaMd- taait and ugrue 
with Thomas Fuller tb.-v: "it would 


puzzle Apollo himself to tune these 
jarring instruments into a concert.'1 
But how many of us consider the im- 
portance of rehearsal for a recital? ' 


It Is probably no exaggeration to 


say that eight amateur pianists out o£ 
ten believe themselves capable of be- 
coming, "with a little practice," ac- 
ceptable accompanists for the concert 
stage. It would be well for them all 
to read "The Art of Accompanying," 
by Algernon H. LIndo, who speaks out 
of an experience of twenty years. 


The attitude of the uninitiated pub- 


lic toward accompanists is the samo 
as its attitude toward singers—any 


' one can sing, and any one can play 


accompaniments. 
Or, as LIndo 'puts 


it: 
"Every pianoforte teacher real- 


izes the esteem in which accompany- 
ing is held when the mother of a new 


i 
pupil remarks, 'I don't care if my 
daughter can never play a piece prop- 


; erly,' I only want her to be able to 


play well "enough to play accompan- 
iments.'" The fond parent might as 
well say, ,"I don't care if my son never 
becomes.', a-, skillful . surgeon, I only 
want'him to be-able to operate for 
appendicitis." 
. A. p.erusal of this little volume, will 


• be Illuminating to those who have . 


given little thought to. the subject of 
accompanying, and ft will be of great 
assistance to n:player who intends to 


• become a professional accompanist. 


Stress is-laid upon the requisites for 
success—ability to read and transpose 
at sight, possession of a considerable 
repertoire of classical and modern 
compositions, and, above all, a sen- 
sitive temperament^and an adaptabil- 
ity to the ' moods and 
feelings of 


others. 
. 


Tlie practical value of the work 


may be seen in such suggestions as 
the following: 


"There Is one transposition of a 


semitone-which, though it looks easy, 
often contains a subtle and unwel- 
come surprise; namely, such n trans- . 
position as from D to D Hat or from 
F to F sharn. Here the notes remain: 
alphabetically the same, and all th;>t 
has to be remembered Is the differ- 
ent key signature.

But notwithstanding the high type 


fif work offered, the response of the 
people was disheartening.

tendance at the gallery was never

we lost Director Harshe to an alive- 
to-art people—Pittslmrgers. at that. 


But look you at what has hap- 


pened. 


Art consciousness is not the growth 


of a day, nor of a year. 
E-ut since 


the going away of the founder of the 
Kallery the seed he sowed has been 
ripening—2s seeds must ripen, slowly 
—until today, a year after, when the 
gallery is visited daily by from SO to 
100. 
some residents, some visitors. 


And of the latter are tourists from 
every part of the glubi?. The last ex- 
hibition was visiieil by over .000 per- 
sons, 


Thus, the Art <j:illt.-ry liTis become 


a definite asset of Oakland, a char- 
acteristic that bespeaks as eloquently 
for her advancement into the posi- 
tion of a metropolitan city as do her 
commercial enterprises or her civic 
growth.

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HJL.E rereading: Carl Van 
Vechten's "Music and Bad 
Manners" the other day, I 
came- across this passage: 
"The musician of the fu- 
ture' should ' revel 
in the 


opportunity the moving picture gives 
him to create a new form. This form 
differs from that of the incidental 
music for a play in that, the flow of 
tone may be continuous and because 
one never needs to soften the ac- 
companiment so that the voices may 
be heard; it differs from the music 
for a ballet in that the scene_ shifts 
constantly, 
and 
consequently 
the 


time-signatures -and the mood and 
the key must be as constantly shift- 
ing. 
The swift flash from scene to 


scene, the 'cut-back,' the necessary 
rapidity of the action, all are adapt- 
ed to inspire the futurist composer 
to brilliant effort; a tinkle of this 
ana a smash of that, without 'work- 
ing-out' or development, illustration, 
comment, piquant or serious, that is 
what the new film music should be. 
The ultimate moving picture score 
*will be something more than senti- 
mental 
accompaniment." 


The truth of this is self-evident, 


provided 
that one 
stipulates that 


there shall bo co-operation between 
the scenario 
writer 
and the com- 


poser, 
"and that 
moving 
pictures 


shall be made pictorially and 
dra- 


matically worthy of-a musical accom- 
paniment. 
The average moving pic- 


ture today is so far removed from 
artistry of any kind that the. use of 
a folk song in connection with its 
performance Is a profanation o£ the 
tonal art. 
Despite the columns of 


publicity that are annually given to 
"million-dollar" 
films, the number 


of artistically 
pleasing moving pic- 


tures adapted for musical 
treatment 


(without radical modifications of the 
scenario) can still be counted jin the 
fingers of one hand. 


Personally, I have always been un- 


able to understand why music should 
be considered an inevitable adjunct 
of the moving- picture. 
When I sit 


down to read a novel, I do not wish 
to have a perpetual stream of melody 
assailing my ears. 
Although it has 


been an outgrowth of the dramatic 
stage, the moving picture is much, 
more akin to the novel than it is to 
the play. 
The • 'cut-back,1 
for In- 


stance, is, not .in invention of the 
studio director; it is a device of the 
novelist, as old as the art of writing' 
fiction. A moving picture can be en- 
joyed in silence as well as a book. 


But the convention of a musical 


accompaniment is still kept up, and 
the efforts of cinema managers and 
musicians to make existing music fit 
the changes in a scenario are inter- 
esting. There lies before me a musi- 
cal program sent out by Carl Fischer, 
the New York publisher, for a certain 
film. 
The time is carefully appor- 


tioned, 
the scenario 
analyzed, and 


different compositions suggested for 
the 
pianist, 
organist or orchestra 


leader to play during the various 
scenes. For example: 


"Close up at table; 3 minutes and 


55 seconds; Martinique by Loraino. 
Title — You Must Not See Her; 3 
minutes and 5 seconds; Admiration 
by R1. C. Jackson. 
Sub-title—The 


Duke's Car Comes on; 2 minutes and 
;;0 seconds; Agitato Xo. 4 by Becker." 


Such schedules are obvious make- 


shifts, but they show that attempts 
are at least being made to supply 
music that will accord in some degree 
to the atmosphere of the scene. Be- 
tween these attempts and Van Vech- 
ten's ideal there is a. long ro;id to be 
traveled.

quite well suited for small churches

music Is quietly melodious through-

solos for soprano, one Cor contralto

Directions for Moulding 
The Complete Accompanist 


U'hcn we attend opcru or the sym- 


phony we arc conscious in the backs 
of our minds of a realization of tho 
hours of patient rehearsal that huve 
made the perfect performance pos- 
sible. Any non-profi'.-'siOi-iiil musician, 
Kuddonly confronted with tho i cspon- 
Hlbllity of briiiKitin '»" ll »•-"' "Pent, 
and conducting it, would hesltuU" be- 
fore the formidably tas!r anil «ifir«e 
with Thomas Fuller t»i!« "it would 


puzzle Apollo himself to tune these 
Jarring Instruments into a concert." 
But how many of us consider the im- 
portance of rehearsal for a recital? 


It Is probably no exaggeration 
to 


say that eight amateur pianists out of 
ton believe themselves capable of be- 
coming, "with a little practice," ac- 
ceptable accompanists for tho concert 
stage. It would be well for them all 
to read "The Art of Accompanying," 
by Algernon H. Llndo, who speaks out 
of an experience of twenty years. 


The attitude of the uninitiated pub- 


lic toward accompanists is the samo 
as its attitude toward singers — any 


' one can sing, and any one can play 


accompaniments. 
Or, as Lindo puts 


it: 
"Every pianoforte teacher real- 


izes the esteem In which accompany- 
ing Is held when the mother of a new 
pupil remarks, 'I don't en re it my 
daughter can never play a piece prop- . 
erly, I only want her to be able to 
play well enough to play accompan- 
iments.' " The fond parent might as 
well say, ,"I don't care If my son never 
becomes ' a. skillful . surgeon, I only 


' want' him to be able to operate for 


appendicitis." 


A. perusal of this little volume will 


be illuminating to those who have 
given little thought to the subject of 
accompanying, and it will be of great 


' assistance to a player who intends to 


become a professional 
accompanist. 


Stress is laid upon the requisites for 
success — ability to read and transpose, 
at sight, possession of a considerable 
repertoire of classical and 
modern 


compositions, and, above all, a sen- 
sitive temperament and an adaptabil- 
ity to the 
moods and 
feelings of 


others. 


The practical value of the work 


may be seen In such suggestions as 
the following: 


"There is one transposition of a 


semitone -which, though it looks easy, 
often contains a subtle and unwel- 
come surprise; namely, such ,1 trans- 
position as from D to D Hat or from 
F to F sharp. Here the notes remain 
alphabetically the same, and all that 
has to be remembered is the differ- 
ent key signature. This is- such ]il:iin 
sailing that the accompanist hardly 
gives it. .1 thought till he is rudely 
awakened by the sudden appearance 
of a chord that is quite foreign to the 
key. He may be transposing from G 
to O flat and upon turning over the 
page 
(for these tragedies 
usually 


occur. where they are likely to cause 
the 
greatest 
inconvenience) 
may 


come upon a. passage in 13 flat major. 
In a case like this It is not wise for 
him to think of the same letters a 
semitone lower, as they would mostly 
be double flats.

food as well as for. fighting, declared 
Eugene Davenport, dean of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois College of Agri- 
culture, in a statement which he has 
Issued defining a plan of the univers- 
ity to organize a civil-military service 
to be composed of men disqualified 
for military service at the front and 
of boys, to work on farms rented by 
the 
government. 
• 


To show the necessity for enlistment 
In this service, Dean Davenport as- 
serted that there is not now enough 
labor left.. upon the land to produce 
what America $hoiild consume • and 
that unless this farm 
labor 
is in- 


. creased, the food supply "will drop to 
a, level that may easily prove disas- 
trous." 


In his statement, Dean Davenport 
said: 


"For generations food has been so 


abundant that It has often been ac- 
tually cheaper to waste^thun to save, 
But conditions have suddenly changed 
— over night as it were — and we are 
having food riots not only in hungry 
Europe, not only in congested New 
York, but .in. Chicago, the very heart 
of the greatest food-producing region 
in. the world. 
These -riots are attrib- 
uted to high prices, but high prices 
mean something. They do not come 
of themselves, nor when there is abun- 
dance of food., Theretore, when the 


v poijce are calle'd out to put down the 
riots, It is well that statesmen and 
those in authority 
Inquire into the 


causes, particularly now as we enter 
the greatest struggle in- all histovy. 


"Pe-ople do not generally know that 


a real shortage of food exists. They 
do not know that the last, two years 
have been lean years upon the land, 
and that a serious situation would 
confront us. When .the- food supply 
of Europe was cut down by war, they 
— -the Allies at least — could look to 
Importation, but no such prospect Is 
held out to America. 
We are at the 


end of the line, 'and if we fail, that 
ends it. 


DESERTED. 


"People generally do not realize the 


extent to which labor has bee-n de- 
eertlng the land for the last half dozen 
-years and erecting- conditions of em- 
ployment that tend strongly to cut off 
the food supply, for the farmer can- 
not operate his farm on the eight-hour 
plan nor according- to union rules. E>y 
^thejase of largo and still larger ma- 
chinery, the farmer has done the 'best

he could to make good the loss. He 
has worked his boys early and late 
, 
arid still he cannot work Ills' acres for

then of Western Europe, whose fields 
are devastated? 
Shall we then bo 


driven to Importation? 
Very well, 


from whom shall we' import? and 
what? Argentina has already placed 
an embargo upon wheat. . The Cana- 
dian yield must decline, for many a 
man that ran. a tractor on the plains 
of Alberta and 
Saskatchewan 
two 
years ago is now but a bundle of 
bones on the battlefield of Prance. 


"Shall we then limit the food supply 


of the people? .How then can we ex- 
pect to win, • for energy and power 
come only from food, 
A hungry peo- 
ple never hag been and never can be 
a victorious people, besides It would 
require more men to enforce a re- 
stricted diet than it would to produce 
enough to turn a scarcity into an 
abundance. 


HAVE ACRES EIVOtlGH, 


"America has acres enough if rea- 
sonably well worked to feed both her- 
self and western Europe. 
Here lies 
her strength tn the present struggle, 
if only she is wise enough to know it 
, before she thro'ws'away her one great 
and peculiar opportunity. 


•"But It will not take care of itself. 
If enlistment for service at the front 
Is to bo mado indiscriminately and 
without plans definitely to increase 
lab,or on the land, then It Is 'Inevitably 
that food will drop to a level that 
may easily prove disastrous. 
\ 


"But will not this cut off- the supply 


of .labor for general, manufacture? 
Assuredly It will, but now is a time to 
cut out luxuries of dress and display 
If necessary, and got down to the se- 
rious business of meeting the exigen- 
cies Involved In war. in tho times just' 
ahead, the man or the women that 
Indulges In excessive luxury Is' helping 
by just that much to defeat the coun- 
try. 
That he has the 'money to pay 


for it' has nothing to do with the 
question. When men are needed not 
only at the front but In the cornfields 
In order that those fighting for lib- 
erty and their little ones shall not 
starve, no. man or woman has a. right 
to absorb the time and strength of 
a dozen able-bodied men In unneces-

HEAR MARVELOUS 


TONE 


By Ray G. B. Brown. 


Fritz Kreisler illustrates in the 


superlative .degree the 
dictum of 


Kodin that an artist is a man who 
takes pleasure in his work. 
It Is a 


pleasure that expresses Itself In a re- 
strained gravity of manner on the 
concert platform and allows itself to 
be observed by only the one sense of 
hearing, but It sings its presence In 
every note .of his marvelous tone. 
There is nothing about him of the 
tingling, .exuberant joyousness of a 
Percy Grainger; his pleasure flows in 
a deeper, more tranquil current and 
in its depths are shadows of suffering. 
That lie should 
ho,ve begun his 
Oakland program yesterday as well as 
his opening concert in San Francisco 
with 
Bach is svmptomatic of the 
quality of his artistry. It is predom- 
inantly intellectual, repressive of the 
emotional and tending toward the 
philosophical. 
It is only with the 


philosophical faculty of the mind that 
one can • enjoy Bach thoroughly, for 
he Is the Euclid of music. 
Just as 


one finds it difficult to find satisfac- 
tion In reading Euclid after having 
voyaged into the fourth dimension 
with Poincare, so It is somewhat strict 
discipline to listen to Bach after the 
misty tonalities of Debussy and Ravel. 


INTEMJEOTTJAIi ZEST. 


Kreisler plays Bach with an Intel- 
lectual zest that made the Chaconne 
•sound Miltonic, endowed Its measures 
with a, stateliness like, unto the sonor- 
ity of blank verse. It was this zest 
that gave the Chaconne and the Suite 
in E minor an interest beyond the 
Intrinsic. - Bach played perfunctorily 
in the essence of the trite to a modern, 
for we have lost the habit of speech 
of his age, but played by Kreisler he 
becomes living; again, albeit a. bit 
pedantic In manner. 


The Vieuxtemps Concerto in F-sharp 
minor presented through a different 
medium another exemplification of 
Krelsler'g . intellectual pleasure in his 
performance; 
Were he flamboyant 
and emotionally gesticulating by na- 
ture, this would have been 'his oppor- 
tunity to display these mannerisms. 
But side by side with a flawless tech- 
nique was an absolute control 'of all 
bravura; thought so checked extrava- 
gance of emotion that there was never 
a. wild moment; mastery of expression 
was so complete that there was never 
a -rasp from a wrenched note. ^It was 
a splendid and eloquent reading of a 
difficult work. 


LTGJTTER XUMBKRS. 
In the last two groups tho violinist 
devoted 
attention to those 
lighter 


numbers

plays 
with 


such inimitable delicacy — Schubert's 
"Moment Musical," a Weber .Largh- 
etto, a Mozart Rondo, arid the like. 
And of course there were, Kr.eisler's 
charming transcriptions of Viennese 
melodies for encores and the closing 
group. In tho production of delicate 
ptanisstmi and celestially clear har- 
monics he has not an equal. 
There was one element I missed on 
his program. 
I wished that I might 
have heard some modern composition, 
rich in poetic content and colored with 
modern tints — Chausson's "Poems." 
for instance. I Imagine that he would 
give that a beauty unearthly and al- 
most unendurable.-

"These men, and boys should all 
receive the regular military pay, be 
uniformed, organized and in every way 
recognized as in the public service. 
They should be quartered at agricul- 
tural 
camps located at convenient 
points upon land rented by the gov- 
ernment and suitable for the growth 
of small fruits, vegetables, cotton and 
tobacco—crops that 
require

"Every attempt should be made to

also be located In connection with 
these camps facilities for drying and 
otherwise preparing food for preserva- 
tion and transportation. 


"In this way shortage of food may 
be avoided. 
Not only that, the ma- 
chinery la at hand for pushing the 
supply to any desired level, and 'that 
too while men and boys are getting a 
degree of military training which, will 
be of value to those who later may 
enter the regular aervlce. The oiUy real 
question ia: 
Wilt the United Stitea, 
mobilize as definitely for food as it 
will for fighting? In considering this 
question, It ts hardly necessary to 
point out the Importance of havlng'no 
more food riots In this country whilo 
the wnr lasts.

ily who retgnea both before and after 
Christ Include objects of rare and non- 
appraisable value. 
Borne of -the jewels 
and ancient mirrors ara said to date back 
aa far as 2000 years. 
Among articles 


stolen were several ancient necklaces and 
a number of old metal mirrors contain 
ing 50 per cent gold with exquisite an 
tlque designs on the back. Another cu- 
rious relic was a stone pillow used In the 
earliest epoch of Japanese history. 


The hieroglyphics on the back of the 
mirrors are entirely naiw to archaeolo- 
gists, though they are presumed to be 
of Chinese origin. 
The precious stones 
ara valued at many thousands of yen 
and are supposed to have come from 
China. 


Traditions have long been current aa to 
me value of relics burled in the Imperial 
and -otherr ancient tombs, including the 
tradition that one tomb contains a •won- 
derful golden coronet of fabulous value. 
- The. relics and Jewels which have been 
recovered since the arrest and sentencing 
of the robbers will be turned over to the 
imperial household department.

In 1011 when 
tho reformatory farm was bought the assessed value

Complaint has'been made concerning 
the area for settlement of Napa county taken away 
by the existence of three state institutions, 
The 


facts make that statement absurd. The county 
covers (501,120 acres of land. The reformatory tract 
includes 2700 acres, of which about 1800 acres is 
brush-covered watershed lands. 
The Veterans' 


Home covers 010 acres mostly hill land; the Napa 
Hospital less than 1000 acres. The total area of 
lands owned by the State institutions .in Napa 
county is under 4(500 acres, loss than one acre in 
100 in the county. It may bo true that a few of the 
people of Napa. county arc, as its representatives 
toll you, alarmed at the thought of having fifty or 
a hundred or two hundred prisoners brought into 
the county. But if such alarm exists., it is unrea- 
sonable, and the result of thoughtless or designing 
agitation. We believe it would be a cruel mistake 
for the State to undo tho work so wail begun. Such 
a step means hopeless disaster to hundreds of lives. 
Jt means that the State continues to train the ac- 
cidental criminal into tho professional criminal." 


It is a'generally accepted fact that an institution 


for the reformation of delinquents is one of the 
necessary f tic tors for successfully solving the crime 
problem. All thinking people have recognized that 
to send juvenile and first offenders to association 
with hardened criminals is to abandon them as po- 
tential good citizens, and that if this practice is 
continued it is only a matter of time when the crim- 
inal clement in society will be not only fi great 
menace to the security of life and property, but to 
social order itself. The tendency can only be coun- 
teracted by reclamation methods. 


Some community must bear the inconvenience, 


real or fancied, of being near the reformatory in- 
stitution. 
It must suffer thus for the sake of the 


whole siatc. 
Therefore it does not seem proper 


that the Htuie legislature should abandon the re- 
formatory farm idea solely because a few persons in 
a small community object to its presence. 
It is 


not of record that such strenuous opposition was 
encountered when the real estate deal with the 
Stale'government was being negotiated.

In among 
the palms, and the olive trees, and 
the arborvltae, they go, among the 
great shQUlderlnp boulders where folk 
fopt It In single file, out to widening 
shelves Where the beautlful'llttle town 
is picked out -with eager lights in the 
shadow — through short tunnels and 
over rustic bridges fashioned -with In- 
finite palnp so that the pilgrims on 


foot need not cross the motor road. 
And. on the summit where the granite 
has been hewn in great steps, and 
there are wide open spaces edged by 
low stone walls, the people spread, up 
as far as the cross and the bell, they 
wait while other thousands are toiling 
up the slopes as the darkness thins; 
and when the stars go out and the 
east grows white above Box Springs, 
they -are touched to silence by the 
first note of the cornet. 


. The Rev, Charles F. Aked made the 


invocation this year, as Henry Van 
Dyke had done anQthersyqar, when 
he himself read at thia service his 
"Qod of the Open Air." This poem, 
some lines of which were -written for 
the Rubldoux cero-mcny, • Is the only 
spoken word at tin? service, gave only 
the Lprd;s Prayer, and the responsive 
reading by the people—and the latter 
Is the Etory of the first Easter morn- 
ing, together with "Lord,. Thou hast 
been our dwelling plaqe in all genera- 
tions," and the Bible verses which 
speak of the presence of God in the 
mountains and of His help which 
comes from the.hiiis. 


Most of the service is music, and 


the singer is ararcella Craft, formerly 
of the floyal Opera House in Munich, 
wh,p each year returns from New York 
to Riverside, where she lives, simply 
fpr this service, which she loves. 


Jacob Rlla was one of the first to

ers have been able to do better with 
their crops, which are always dis- 
posed of in the big lima bean mar- 
ket, Boston.

Smith, better known as "Self-Start- 


Ing" 
Smith, from his long, successful 
career as representative

When the Elmore factory went out 
of e-xlstence, Smith left the trade. A 
little while ag-o he was enticed back 
Into.the local ranks.
